JAPAN. 


The Japan news by the present mail has been anticipated by 
the Pacific route, which has brought intelligence from: Yoko- 
hama to the 6th December. The following is a summary of it :— 
The Shiogoon has resigned his governing power into the hands 
of the Mikado. 
be carried on, under the Mikado, by’a council of Daimios, or 
nobles, There are many rumours afloat of troubles at Kioto, 
the metropolis of the empire. Some assert that the death of 
Stotabashi hes taken place, but it is not generally believed. 


The government of the empire will henceforth 


Osaka and Hiogo will certainly be opened to foreign commerce 
The United States’ Minister, 
with several of his colleagues, will proceed there in a short time, 


to be present on the occasion of the opening. An army and a 


large naval force will be present in case of trouble. The opening 
of Yeddo is deferred until the 1st of April next. The new port 
to be opened on the west coast of the empire is Neegata, as 
named in the original treaty; but the harbour st that 
place being unsafe for foreign ships coming in, that of 
Ebisunito, on the island of Sado, 30 miles distant, is to be 
made the port of entry in its stead. This port and harbour 

are to be opened on the Ist of April. The reason for the delay 
given by the Japanese is that they cannot prepare the: settle- 
om | ments before that period. - There are a good many robbers in 
ret, and some fear lest they should come to Yokohama. 
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Several mercantile houses intend opening branches of thei' 
establishments at Osaka and Hiogo ; among others three Ame- 
rican houses whose headquarters are here. General Van Valken- 
burg, the United States’ Minister in Japan, was married on the 
25th of November to Mrs. Schoyer, widow of the late Raphael 
Schoyer. 

YOKOHAMA. 

Advices from this port by the mail delivered to-day are to 
the 28th November. The outward mail of Sept. 26 was de- 
livered Nov. 21. We have now detailed accounts of the political 
revolution, in which—for the first time—the local journals agree. 

The Japan Times, which long ago announced, and has all along 
adhered to, the fact of the Shiogoon’s resignation, says :—“ The 
statement made by this journal that Stotsbashi had resigned the 
Shiogoonate, which was so circumstantially and’positively denied 
by the Gorogio and the French Minister, has been now officially 
admitted to be correct, The history of the transaction is as 
follows. The Prince of Tosa, representing a confederation of 
several of the most powerful Daimios, presented a memorial 
to the Mikado urging upon him the necessity of Stotsbashi’s re- 
tirement and of a radical change in the Government, that change 
which we have never ceased to advocate as of prime necessity 
to our continued peaceful intercourse with Japan. Stotsbashi 
resisted for some time, but finally yielded, and having tendered 
his resignation and received the Mikado’s acceptance of it, now 
holds office only till the new Cabinet can be formed and the new 
system inaugurated. As there is no doubt that the movement 
is one which the most powerful men in the country have 
combined to make—one clearly advantageous to their 
pecuniary interests and tending to the developement 
of the country’s resources, it will probably be effected 
without much difficulty and result in nothing but good. 
‘What the Japanese have most to dread is some ‘unwarrantable 
interference by some of their Western allies; and as French 
policy is, absolutely and in all its details, subverted by the vic- 
tory of the Liberal party—there is some reason to fear on this 
score. Neither the Mikado nor the council of Daimios is likely 
to sanction the expenditure of the public funds for the comple- 
tion of the contracts entered into by the late Shiogoon. It 
would be absurd to expect Tosa, Satsuma, Kanga, Echizen, or 
Higo to permit their people to be taxed, or their custom 
dues mulcted, to furnish the Tokugawa family, already too 
strong, and whose yoke they have only just succeeded 
in breaking, with a dock, an arsenal, an iron clad fleet, and a 
Jarge corps of naval and military instructors, the pick of the 
French scientific schools. All contracts for such, msde by the 
late pseudo-government of Japan, the real rulers of the country, 
will be perfectly justified in repudiating, and MM. Roches, 
Coullet, Louis Napoleon and Cie, must claim on the private 
estates of StotsLashi and his family for whatever damages they 
sustain. It will be the duty of the other Western Powers to 
see that these claims are not enforcedgwith undue harshness ; 
there must be no introduction of “a man in possession ;” and 
as neither England, Prussia, nor America could view without 
apprehension the establishment of a French depot of any im- 
portance in the Pacific, it is improbable that the attempt will be 
made. Still proper precautions must not be neglected. 

“ Thus his Majesty the Mikado, Satsuma, Tosa, Echizen, and 
Stotsbashi himself will, it is believed, constitute the Cabinet ; 
to Chiosiu is to be committed, it is said (but this is rather 
doubtful), the command-in-chief of the Imperial armies ; the 
Council of Daimios will undertake the administration of minor 
details, and so, from the demi-theocratic system of government, 
Japan has advanced tothe Venetian. In these days of accelera- 
tive progress, how many years will elapse before we see it under 
the rule of a constitutional monarchy? Surely this may come 
to pass in our generation. And then, when the fulness of time 
brings forth its Japanese Beales, perhaps the Demos will rule 
Nippon, and the coolie will be at least as good as the Daimio. 

“If we could cease at this point we should do so with un- 
alloyed satisfaction ; but the report of Stotsbashi’s assassina- 
tion by a party of Satsuma and Tosa men comes to us from too 
many sources to allow us altogether to discredit it. The 
Gorogio, who so distinctly contradicted last month our an- 
nouncement of the abdication, and have now officially to admit 
it, deny that Stotsbashi has been killed, but say that he is 
“sick.” We fear that his sickness—as has always been the 
case when a Shiogoon is in question—is unto death. It is 
stated to us that the event occurred on the 19th day of the 
Japanese month, the 14th instant. The news was transmitted 
to Yedo, it is said, in the almost incredibly short space of 54 
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hours. We give the report, it must be understood, with the 
reservation that we sincerely trust it may not be true, and that we 
cannot vouch for it with certainty. Our opinion of this talented 
young statesman is on record, and none desire more earnestly 
than ourselves that his valuable life may long be preserved for 
the service of his country. 

“ The question of the opening of the new ports and the plans 
of the foreign concessions there have become additionally com- 
plicated since we last wrote on these subjects. In view of the 
revolution just accomplished, which virtually abrogates the 
treaties of 1858 and their corollaries, it is doubtful whether the 
ports can be opened at all before the Mikado has formally 
adopted the agreements made with the Shiogoon, and even then 
it may well happen that some other less under the control of the 
Tokugawa family may be selected for the new points of contact 
with the foreigner. Already we have official information that 
neither Yedo nor Nee-e-gata will be opened till the 1st of April, 
and we doubt much whether the Daimios will allow Osaka to 
become a port for foreign trade so long as the castle, and with 
it the military command of the town, remains in the hands of 
Stotsbashi. This is, however, a matter of detail not likely to 
be difficult of arrangement. 

“To sum up in a few words the events of which we have 
written above—whether Stotsbashi be slive or dead, it is cer- 
tain that he is no longer Shiogoon ; the party opposed to the 
opening of only Shiogoon’s ports is supreme in the country. It 
is most probable that the office of the Shiogoonate will be either 
abolished altogether or undergo a great diminution of power; 
the Kokushi Daimios are the masters of the situation, and it 
remains for them to decide whether the old power of the Mi- 
kado shall be re-established and the treaties with foreigners 
observed in their true spirit, or whether a futile, suicidal efor; 
shall be made to drive us altogether from Japan.” 

The Japan Herald, which has persistently denied the possi- 
bility of the changes, says :— 

“The excitement of the past fortnight has been the re- 
assumption by the Mikado of the powers which have been for 
the last two centuries and a-half vested in the office of Shiogoon 
and which have been during the last week or so voluntarily re- 
signed by Stotsbashi. This important change in the Adminis- 
tration has naturally caused the circulation of vague reports of 
disturbance, confusion, and even assassination, all of which are 
entirely without foundation, as here, and also at Yedo, affairs 
are perfectly quiet, and there is, so far, every appearance of the 
existence of general order. 

“An assembly of the Daimios has been ordered by the 
Mikado to meet and deliberate on the details of the future con- 
stitution and Government of the empire. It were of course 
premature to anticipate the result of their labours, though the 
present state of affairs would seem to point to the Daimios 
having for the future a recognised voice in the legislation and 
administration of the country and to the Shiogoon, Stotsbast: 
retaining an important position in the Government. It is cer- 
tain that Stotsbashi has been requested by the Mikado to con- 
tinue to direct the affairs of State much the same as heretofore, 
in conjunction with officers of the Mikado’s court, and to 
devote to the service of his country the undoubted talents that 
he possesses for administration. 

“Stotsbashi has arrived at the wise conclusion that the 
changes consequent on foreign intervention should be effected 
boldly and openly, and with the concurrence of those who, from 
their position, have a right to a voice in the representation of 
the country. This decision is, in our opinion, indeed, a sa 
cious one, and it is now therefore a National Assembly that is 
to decide the future relations which Japan shall adopt in her 
relation with Foreign Powers. 

“‘Stotebashi, leaving to the national movement its full liberty 
and prestige, has resigned to the Mikado the powers with which 
as Shiogoon he had been invegted ; he has, nevertheless, at the 
express request of [the Mikado"and the} Gorogjio, retained the 
direction of the affairs of the State until the meeting of the 
national assembly above referred to. Tranquillity and peace 
reign supreme at Kioto and Yedo, and we fail to see any signs 
for cause of apprehension or difficulties. 

“It is certain that henceforth the treaties will be respected 
and we believe that the outgoing mail carries a manifest from 
the Japanese Government to the European Cabinets, which wi" 
tend to throw more light on the actual position of affairs, 
Whilst, however, accepting Stotsbashi’s resignation, the Mikado 
—or rather his counsellors, he being a youth of about nine 
years of age,—expreased the hope that he would still afford to 
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the country the advantage of his able advice and co-operation in 
the Government, and it is more than probable that Stotsbashi 
and his Ministers will in reality continue to hold the reins of 
Government until the details connected with the new form of 
administration have been finally settled.” 

» The Japan Times thus describes an important municipal 
reform that has been inaugurated in Yokohama. It was de- 
cided last June that it was impossible for the existing Municipal 
Council to remain in office without some radical change. The 
following resolution was therefore adopted :— 

“It being evident that with existing receipts only, the Municipal 
Council cannot meet their necessary yearly expenditure, and Eaving no 
means for levying rates for municipal purposes, it is proposed that they 
resign office, and the land renters memorialise the different Foreign 
Ministers, requesting them to call upon the Japanese Government to take 
upon themselves all the duties of the municipality, proper guarantees 
being given that the Japanese Government will effectually drain the 
settlement, carry out all measures necessary for sanitary purposes, main- 
tain an efficient European police, and farther, that they shall establish a 
Government office specially appropriated to municipal affairs, at the head 
of which shall be an European Surveyor of Roads, &c., to whom all com- 
plaints regarding roads, drains, &c., can be referred.” 

In pursuance of these instructions, the committee addressed 
to the Ministers the following letter, in which they enclosed a 
summary of the debate and minutes of the proceedings. The 
Ministers having taken this letter and its enclosure into con- 
sideration, in concert with a commission specially appointed by 
the Japanese Government for the purpose, replied in a colleo- 
tive note dated November 4th, from the French Legation at 
Yedo. This commenced by informing the Committee of Land- 
renters that the foreign representatives had agreed to recom- 
mend to the Japanese Government the adoption of the following 
measures, as being essential in the present circumstances to the 
maintenance of order and the public health in the Settlement. 

Arrangements for the Establishment of a Japanese Municipal Office for the 

Foreign Settlement at Yokohama. 

I.—That an office to be called the Municipal Office be formed under 
the Japanese Government at Yokohama and placed in the chargeof a 
Foreign Director, who will be subordinate to the Governor of Kanagawa. 

II.—That the said Director acting under the authority of the Governor 
of Kanagawa shall see to the repair, cleanliness, and efficiency of all the 
streets and drains in the Foreign Settlement of Yokohama. He shall be 
authorised to receive such complaints relative to police or the state of 
drains and thoroughfares as may properly be addressed by Foreigners to 
the local Government direct, and in the name of the Governor of Kana- 
gawa will prosecute Foreigners before their own authorities for nuisances 
or any infringement of police order. 

(Here is interpolated a Memorandum recommending Martin Dobmen, 
Esq., of H. B. M. Consulate, for the office). 

ILI.—The said director, acting under the advice of the Governor, will 
have the charge and direction of all foreigners employed as police in the 
foreign settlement, or for the repression of disorderly conduct on the part 
of foreigners within the port of Kanagawa. Whenever a subject of a 
Treaty Power is arrested in the commission of an offence the person 80 
arrested must be conveyed at once to the Consul of his nation, who will take 
steps for his detention until he can be prosecuted. 

1V.—The Governor of Kanagawa, acting with the advice and assistance 
ofthe said director, and with such advice as he may obtain from foreign 
Consuls, will exercise jurisdiction—both criminal and civil—over the sub- 
jects of China and the subjects and citizens of other non-Treaty Powers 

_ residing within the said settlement or within the Port of Kanagawa. 

V.—The land rents payable by foreigners will be collected by the said 
rector, as they become due, for the Governor of Kanagawa, and will be 
empowered to sue foreigners for default of payment before their own 
authorities. é 

VI.—The Foreign Consuls will confine within the narrowest limits com- 
patible with public convenience, the number of licenses issued by them for 
the sale of spirits and liquors, &. A copy of every license will be far- 
nished to the Governor of Kanagawa, and the director will inform against 
any person who sells liquors or keeps a house of entertainment without 
the license of his authorities. 

VII.—The Government will arrange for the safe storage, at reasonable 
rates, of gunpowder or other explosive substances imported into Kanagawa, 
and steps will be taken to prevent foreigners from using any other place 
for the storage of these substances. 

The note is signed by the Ministers of France, England, 
America, Prussia and the Netherlands. A meeting of land- 
renters tliat was held to consider it, expreseed entire satisfac- 
tion, and passed a vote of thanks to the Ministers. 

In prospect] of the speedy opening of the new ports, the 
following particulars relative to Neegata, which have been com- 
municated to the Evening Express of Nov. 23 by a gentleman 
who has visited the place, will be read with interest :— 


Neegata was the port on the west coast originally selected for foreign 
commerce, but like that of Osaka, its opening has been postponed from 
year to year, and frequently objected to on the ground that it is not a good 
harbour for vessels of large size. It has, however, the advantage of 
being a great rendezvous for native craft, the only imperial port on the 
coast, and therefore the only one at absolute disposal of the Yedo Govern- 
ment, and moreover it is opposite the island of Sado, which has several 
small but secure anchorages, which are convenient for ships in bad weather. 

It has been surveyed by Commander Bullock, of Her Majesty's ship 
Serpent, to whose ability and persevering diseharge,of the double duty of 
surveyor and commander future navigators will be deeply indebted ; in- 
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deed, it is our intention, on another opportunity, to notice the Serpent's 
services in comparison with some of Her Majesty's ships upon the China 
and Pacific stations. That active British representative, Sir Harry Parkes, 
also visited the place, to satisfy himself of its eligibility. 

Though lying some two hundred miles S.S.E. from Hakodate its climate 
is said to be far more rigorous, and the summer shorter, the high ranges 
shutting out the morning rays of the sun. The prevalence of northerly 
gales off the bleak chill district of the Amoor, and the cold current setting 
on this coast from the northward, are some of the chief causes of a far 
different climate from Yokohama on the east coast in nearly the same 
latitude, the latter having the benefit of the warm current from the tropics. 
The fall of snow is greater than at Hakodate, and the abundance of timber 
enables the residents to conatruct better houses to resist the severity of 
climate ; the injury from earthquakes is less frequent than in many less 
mountainous parts of Niphon. Gold, silver, and many useful minerals are 
said to be abundant, also timber; the produce of the immediate district is 
comparatively scanty, but it is, however, frequented by great numbers of 
native vessels, and a large trade is said to be done in exchange of commo- 
dities from the various parts of the country. 

The inhabitants have the character of being very orderly and hospitable. 
Their personal appearance is superior to those of the east and south coast; 
indeed it is from this district that the greater number of the beauties of 
Yedo and Osaka are purchased when young, the climate and mountainous 
character of the district tending, as in other countries (the Alps and inte- 
tior of China to wit), toa fairer complexion and superior physical de- 
velopment. 





NAGASAKI. 

Dates from this port are to the 1st December. The sale of 
the steamer Kiangsoo to Prince Satsuma is reported at 
$155,000,—hulf cash, half in three months. We take the fol- 
lowing from Messrs. Alt and Co.’s circular of Nov. 30th :— 

A most importaut political movement is now going on at 
Kioto. A general council of all the Daimios whose revenues 
exceed 100,000 kokus has been convoked by the Mikado to 
assemble as soon as possible, and the result of their delibe- 
vations will, we feel confident, be an entire change in the style 
of Government in Japan. We have had repeated reports of the 
abdication of the Shiogoon, whose action hitherto in regard to 
foreign relations with Japan, the Daimios maintain, has been 
an entire usurpation of power on his part ; and the abolition 
of the Shiogoonship wil] in all probability be one point insisted 
upon by the Daimios. The changes, whatever they may be, 
that take place will, we believe, be favourable to foreign trade 
with the country. 

Imports.—Our piece goods markets have been very dull during the past 
month, and the supplies having exceed the demand for most descriptions 
of cotton and woollen fabrics, prices have declined. Grey Shirtings form 
an exception to the general rule, 841b. makes having commanded consider- 
able attention, and having found buyers in fair quantities at firm rates. 
Light makes of the same goods are not inquired for. Small sales of T- 
Cloths have been made, but supplies are more than required. White 
Shirtings + have :declined, and are only saleable in small quantities. 
White and Dyed Spot Shirtings and Brocades are also neglected, and 
only a few pieces could be disposed of at a reduction upon last 
month’s rates. Taffashellas and T. R. Cambrics have also declined rapidly 
during the past three weeks, owing jto ;the market being over supplied. 
Camlets are in a very depressed condition, the native dealers all being 
holders of large stocks, besides which heavy supplies are also held in first 
hands. In Long Ells little has been done, and prices remain nominally the 
same. Saltpetre is in fair demand, and there is but little in the place. 
Hoop, Bar, and Rod Iron are taken readily in moderate quantities at quo- 
tations, and stocks are small. No English Coal on offer. Lead is in small 
supply, and could be quitted in moderate quantities at quotations. 

Exports.—In our produce markets Tea and Wax have attracted most 
attention during the past month. ‘Tea has been taken in fair quantities, 
principally in barter against goods; and as holders continue to be more 
anxious to realise than exporters are to buy, prices have still further 
drogped in favour of buyers. Stecks ‘of fair and medium Teas continue to 
increase. Wax has been taken in large quantities at former rates. All 
the Gall Nats offering bave been taken at last mail’s rates. In Tobacco 
operations have been unimportant, stocks being very low. There have 
been no sales of Camphor apd Sulphur. :

TIENTSIN. 

The appointment of Mr. Burlingame, the U.S, Minister at 
Peking, as Chinese Ambassador to all the European Powers 
having treaties with China, which has been noticed by us in a 
previous issue, is now confirmed, together with the report 





‘of an attack upon him by local banditti on his way 


from Peking to Tientsin, The facts are stated as follow :—Mr. 
Burlingame and his family, Mr. Salter, U.S. Consul at Hankow, 
and Mr. Bradford, with their escort—four of the British Lega- 
tion Guard—were blockaded by a body of rebels estimated at 
300 or 400 strong, in a place called Hoo-shee-woo, about half- 
way between Peking and Tientsin. Lieutenant Dunlop, of 
H.M.’s gunboat Dove, with twenty blue jackets and a detach- 
ment of native drilled cavalry, at once went up from 
the latter port to their rescue, and the U. S. sloop 
Ashuelot left Shanghai directly the news arrived. The 
party were, however, in less danger than was rumoured, and 
have, we believe, since reached Tientsin by another route. 
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But the fact of the main road to the capital being blocked indi- 
cates a great strength and boldness on the part of the rebels. 
The 800 or 400 men who are said to compose the assailants do 
not, of course, count for much; but the Government must be 
singularly weak, the rebels bold and confident, and the country 
very disturbed, before so small a party would venture to throw 
itself on the main road between Tientsin and Peking. 

The Shanse men and other inland traders have nearly all 
left, and the business now daily done is of a very restricted 
character. Rates for manufactures are daily giving way. Some 
Tientsin speculators are buying goods to hold till next season, 
under the hope of a profit, which, however, is very improbable, 
judging from the news from Shanse and the aspect of trade in 
England.

Captain Burke said, I arrived on the 2nd October from Australia with 
sandal wood for Shanghai and lead ore for London, with liberty to tran- 
ship the latter. I was under the impression that the plaintiffs were the 
agents of the shipowners, and I put the ship in their hands. I was anxious 
to luad for London, but they would do nothing. I could not accept coast 
employment on account of my part cargo for London, as there were no 
ships in the port that I could tranship it into. Several Chinese charterers 
had been applying to me to charter my ship, but I declined them all. I 
was ready for starting and had gone aboard to start for Hong Kong, when 
the pilot told me that a Chinaman had been on board offering $1,000 and 
what was otherwise a good charter for Amoy. I returned ashore and 
finally arranged with the Chinaman as per charter party put in. I pay 
24 per cent. to the Chinese charterer as commission, and declined to pay 
the 5 per cent. that the plaintiffs claim. I have paid to plaintiffs commis- 
¢ion on my inward cargo, amounting in all to 24 per cent., and I think that 
is enough for all they have done.—Jadgment was reserved.

HONG KONG. 

The London mail of 17th Oct. arrived out on the 30th Nov. 
The mail of 26th Oct. was hourly expected. The appointment 
of Mr. Burlingame had attracted much attention. The China 
Mail says :— ; 

The mission or Embassy, as it is termed, is to consist of the 
following members :—The Hon. Anson Burlingame, Ambassador- 
in-Chief ; J. Mc. C. Brown, Esq. (Assistant Chinese Secretary 
H. B, M. Legation), Chinese Secretary ; E. de Champs (Customs 
Kiu-kiang), Interpreter ; Chikiang, a Manchow of the fourth 
rank, and Sun-kia-ku, a Chinese of the fourth rank, both em- 
ployes of the Tsung-li-Yamen, are to be raised to the dignity of 
red button, and sent as assistant ambassadors ; and twenty-four 
Chinese will go as secretaries, &c, ‘The post of French inter- 
preter was offered first to M. Le Maire, of H.I.M. Legation at 
Peking, but declined ; and was then offered to, and accepted by, 
M. de Champs, who in company with Mr. Bowra accompanied 
the unofficial mission last year. 

Mr. Burlingame will leave Hong Kong for Europe by the last 
mail in January, and as no precise date is assigned for his 
return, and his salary ($40,000 per annum) is to continue so 
long as he may be absent from China, we may safely infer that 
he will not revisit tkis colony fora year or two at least. 
We hear that the British Minister, Sir R. Alcock, has tele- 
graphed to Lord Stanley announcing his approbation of the 
scheme, while the French Minister, the Comte L’Allemand has 
telegraphed to his Government his emphatic disapproval of the 
whole affair. ‘Ibe influence of Mr. Hart with Mr. Burlingame 
has long been known and commented on, and unfriendly critics 
have been wont to assert that the virtual envoy of the United 
States to China was the Inspector-General of Customs. But 
under auy circumstances we must congratulate Mr. Hart on the 
choice made—if indeed the choice of a minister has rested with 
him. 

The cotton combination has succumbed, owing to the adverse 
stand taken by the native authorities at Canton, but the large 
hongs still refrain from purchasing at this, hoping by this 
course to divert at Icast a portion of the trade to Canton. The 
losses by the late fire have becu very heavy, underwritera 
suffering to the extent of over half of million of dollars, while 
the uninsured loss is estimated at fully two millions more, 
though this latter may be somewhut exaggerated. Two large 
hongs are reported to have closed in consequence of these and 
other lossex, and others are said to be likely to follow. Money 
continues very scarce, and, iu view of the approaching New 
Year, merchants are averse to making purchases beyond those 
necessary for their immediate wants. ‘Lhe amouut of business 
transacted has been less than during any preceding fortnight for 
years past, and there are but few articles that do not show a 
decline in value. 

Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co. have prepared a separate 
and independent memorial to the Governor of Hong Kong, for 
the perusal of the Secretary of State at home ou the subject of 
the revision of the treuties. Its geveral purport is in accord- 
ance with that of the Hong Kong and Shanghai memorials from 
which it differs maiuly iu the amplification of considerations re- 
lating to the residence of foreigners inland. It dwells urgently 
on the importance of establishing the right of such residence, 
as the next step in advance to be accomplished iu the approach- 
ing negotiations. 

An officer of the Miut, Mr. Langdon Davies, who was super- 
intendent of the Bullion-office, has been forced to resign, with- 
out receiving the compensetion due to him under his agrecment, 
by a threat of suspension from the Executive Council. The 
offence which he is alleged to have committed is set forth in 
certain correspondence which has been published, and his 
fence has aiso appeared in the paper. Tho general feeling is 
hardly be otherwise on the facts brought to light—that 
has been a victiin of persecution on the part of his 





SWATOW. 

About 11.30 P.u. on Sunday, the 1st December, the quarters 
of the interpreter at H.B.M. Consulate, Swatow, were attacked 
by a party of some twenty robbers armed with matchlocks, 
spears, aud axes, They were heard on their approach, and 
when surrounding the house Mr. Cooper fired two pistol shots 

.at them without effect. Having lit some oiled papers twisted 
up in the form of torches that they brought with them, aud 
blown in the door with a bag of gunpowder, they burst iuto the 
house. On the foremost reaching the top of the stairs Mr. 
Cooper stepped out of the door of his bedroom and received 
them with his Colt, with which, after thrusting aside the man’s 
spear, he blazed into the breast of the first comer, who, falling 
back on to the second, started him downstairs, both dropping 
their weapons, that of the second being an ugly-looking axe. 
Their intended victim urged him on with a shot from above 
aimed at the vicinity of the collar bone, from which the muzzle of 
his pistol was distant but about two feet ; on this they all fled. 
The sound of the pistol reports and the unwonted glare aroused 
the alarm of other residents and of the GOramander of H.M. gun- 
boat Bustard, and within a few minutes a con3narable force of 
foreigners were assembled at the spot. The robber: 
sued, but, owiag to the darkness, unsuccessfully, even t 
as it was afterwards learnt, one of their wounded had to 
carried off. The object of their visit is a mystery, as no money, 
and but few valuables were on the premises, and nothing was

The annual general meeting of the China Traders’ Insurance 
Company was held on the 2nd December. The printed report 
of the committee having been taken as read was adopted by the 
meeting. Messrs. Hitchcock and Kaye were unanimously re- 
elected as directors, and Messrs. Taylor and del Banco as 
auditors. After a few remarks from the chairman, congra tu 
lating the shareholders upon the satisfactory progress of the 
company’s affairs, votes of thanks were passed to the secretary 
and agents, and the meeting separated. 

A special meeting of the Union Dock Company was held on 
the 14th December, when the chairman stated that the first 
business of the meeting was the alteration of the 58th clause of 
the articles of association, touching the period of notice to be 
given for calling a meeting. It was then proposed by Mr. 
Kresser, and seconded by Mr. Heard, that the time should be 
ten days, instead of twenty-one, as before. This proposal was 
carried unanimously. 
refused to act on the direction, Viscomte do Cercal proposed, 
and Mr. Armstrong seconded, that Messrs, Kresser, Sage, and 
Cook be elected as directors, to fill up the vacancies caused by 
the resignation of the old board. The directors now are— 
Mesars. Kresser, Sage, Sassoon, Cook, and Baron do Cercal. 

A most diabolical attempt at incendiarism was made lately 
by burglars and thieves, on the premises in Duddell-street 
lately in the occupation of Messrs. Vaucher and Co. The house 
is at present empty, and advantage was thus taken (we believe 
successfully) of the chance of escaping from detection. Other 
attempts have also been discovered. 

‘A fire broke out on the morning of the 8th December, about 
nine o’clock, in the shop of a Chinese carpenter, Webster's 
Bazaar. Its origin is not satisfactorily known ; aud, although 
the authorities say it was caused by the purely accidental ignition 
of some loose shavings, it is the opinion of some that this does 
not fully explain its rise. Whether or not caused by accident, 
it was very promptly got under by some members of the police, 
whose engine, fortunately enough, was stationed on the Praya 
at the scene of the great fire. 

It is notified in the Gazette that the Right Rev. the Lord 
Bishop of Victoria has, by virtue of his letters patent, 
appointed the Rev. John Henry Gray, M.A., Her Britannic 
Majesty’s Consular Chaplain at Canton, to be Archdcacon of 
Hong Kong. 

Another breach of the Passenger Act has been detectcd and 
punished. Captain Hiemsolt, of the Siainese ship Canton, was 
summoned for having cleared and attempted to sail from this 
pert with a larger number of passengers than he had stated 
on clearing his vessel at the office of the Harhour Master. De- 
fendant pleaded that he had left the passenger department to 
the supercargo ; that he did not know how many passengers 
were on board, although (knowing there was a ce1tain number) 
he put it at twenty on getting his clearance ; cnd that he there- 
fore had committed the offence unwittingly, and without the in- 
tention to evade the law. ‘The Magistrate, however, imposed the 
penalty of £100 ; which proceeding, we should fancy, ought to 
have the effect of enforcing caution on every master mariner 
sailing from this port. 

The long pending question as to the disposal of the second 
moiety of the Canton Garden Fund, has, we understand, been 
finally settled by the grant of the $10,000 to the American 
community at Canton, and according to the one version which 
has reached us, the question as to the entire sum of $27,000 
has been by consent of the British and United States Ministers 
referred to arbitratois. 

A brush with river pirates occurred on the 1st Dee. in the 
Canton River, near the second Bar, in which the Chiuese steam- 
guuboat Feiloong, Captain Edwards, assisted by a rumber of 
Chinese police junks, was engaged. Several piratical snake- 
boats were seized, and some prisoners were captured. It is 
satisfuctory to find the Chinese Government availing itself at 
length of its own resources toward the suppression of piracy, 
and we trust that the gallant and energetic commander of the 
Feiloong will continue to be thus employed. 

Chenk Akai, tke pirate of tho “stone junk,” who was sen- 
tenced to death at the November criminal sessions for piracy 
and murder committed off Pedra Branca, was exccuted at the 
Mmagisiracy compound. ‘The morning was sharply cold, and ver: 
few Europcans were present, but the usual miscellaneous cr 
of canaille swarmed on the lower road under the go’’¥8- A 
body of Sikh police (under Superintendent Jarmay Vere formed 
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lower road under an inspector. No officials put in an appearance 
except the sheriff (Mr. Tonnachy) and the gaol governor (Mr.

A meeting of the Legislative Council was convened on 5th 
Dec. to amend the Bankruptcy Act by giving power to the 
governor to appoint an assignee other than the Registrar. The 
case arose from Mr. Alexander, the registrar, objecting to act in 
the case of Lyall, Still and Co., owing to his relationship to one 
of the partners. We hear that a private examination in this 
estate took place beforce the Chief Justice. Reporters applied 
for permission to be present, but were refused. It is said that 
the immediate object of the examination of the “ witnesses ” is 
to get some information affecting the alleged improper trans- 
ference of certain documents by the local representatives of the 
firm to local banks with whom they did business.

SINGAPORE. 

The London mail of 11th Nov. arrived out on the 13th Dec. 

The dates are down to the 22nd. The chief item of interest is 
the publication of the estimates for 1868, an account of which 
we are compelled to postpone for want of space. 
& The Legisiative Council (says the Stratts 7'imes), after passing 
the Pussenger Ship Act and the Supply Bill of the year which 
authorises the expenditure during 1868 of the sum of 
1,292,343 dollars—the expenditure estimated by the Budget, 
has been prorogued. The prorogation was a formal 
one, having been declared by his Excellency the Governor 
in the presence of a large concourse of the public who had 
been notified of the intended ceremony. The attendance was 
large, because it was kown that the Governor would, in releas- 
ing the members of Council from their labours, make a for- 
mal address. which it was expected would contain matter of 
much general interest. In one respect the public was grati- 
fied, but in another it was disappointed. The Governor did 
make his address—a very well-spoken one it was, but he had 
evidently .thought it prudent to imitate the characteristics 
of a Royal speech, and, except upon one point, avoided any 
declaration of principle; or of policy. Tne exception was 
an uphappy one in so far that it was an allusion to the manner 
in which he would direct future taxation were that found to be 
necessary. Now, as the Budget for 1868 shows an abundant 
revenue, more than equal by a long way to meet the estimated 
expenditure, the public naturally fail to see the force of any 
allusion to fresh taxation at all. But this was not the worst. 
In continuation of this view he said, that while he would 
not {resort to such a means while direct taxation wrs 
left him, he, neveicheless, could not concur in the widely 
professed opinion, that import of other duties upon ship- 
ping would have any very disastrous effects upon the trade of 
the Settlement. Ifa bomb-shell had been tarown from Goveia- 
ment House into the centre of Commercial-square it could not 
have produced more amazement than this unlucky, aud we must 
think ill-judged—as it was uncalled for, declaration of opinion. 
It has aroused, too, a painful feeling of mistrust which un- 
fortunately cannot be dispelled until another public ceremony 
will afford his Excellency an opportunity of explaining his 
grounds for so great a heresy against the fundamental laws of 
our commerce and the traditions of the place. 

The Navarino, Captain Young, which left Singapore for 
Hong Kong on the 4th of December, returned in the afternoon 
in tow of the Government steamer Rainbow, a frightful catas- 
tropbe having occurred on board. By the pilot’s evidence, 
when he got on board he considered the second and chief mates 
not in a condition to get the ship under weigh; but this was 
eventually dove by the captain, who after doing so went down 
below to get rest. The two mates appear to have followed 
him, where they began to blackguard him, and the second mate 
seized him by the throat. Upon this the captain seized a 
bayonet from the arms’ rack, which was close at hand, and 
stabbed him (the second mate) in the throat, with such effect 
that he died in ten miuutes after. The chief mate then began 
to struggle with the captain, and was stabbed through the 
back, an@ #0W lies in a very precarious state. The captain, 
afte~ the two mates were disabled, wext on deck and ordered 
-oe helm up and stood back for Singapore, at the same time 
hoisting the signal of distress, the Union upside down. Some 
distance outside the harbour limits, when nearly becalmed, the 
vessel was boarded, and towed in by the Rainbow, and on

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

YoxkouaMA.—The market continues in the same dull state as at the 
close of Iast mail, and although a considerable decline has taken place in 
the value of Mexican dollara, no corresponding improvement can be re- 
ported in the import trade. The depression previously existing has been 
increased by the unsettled state of political affairs and the consequent un- 
willingness of native dealers to hold stocks. Grey Shirtings remain in 
moderate request, and former rates are fully maintained. Cotton Yarns 
have suffered a further decline in value for all counts, Nos. 28 to 32 con- 
tinuing the only description for which any inquiry exists. All kinds of 
Woollens and Fancy Goods are extremely dull, and quotations mostly 
nominal. There is some slight inquiry for Nail-rod Iron and Lead, and 
Malacca Tin has been taken to some extent for re-export. Quotations 
are:—G. E. Grey Shirtings: 7lbs., $3.20 to 3.30 per piece; 8lbs., $3.60 
to 8.75 per piece ; 9lbs., $4.15 to 4.20 per piece. G. E. White Shirtings : 
56 to 60 reed, $3.30 to 3.60 per piece; 64 to 72 reed, €3.70 to 4.10 per 
piece. T. Cloths: 6lbs. to 7lbs., ¢2.70 to 3 per piece. Cotton Yarn: Nos. 
16 to 24, §58 to 60 per picul ; Nos. 28 to 82, $66 to 70 per picul; Nos. 38 
to 42, $58 to 63 per picul. Camlets, BBB and S, $18 to 18.75 per piece ; 
ditto, SS, $16 to 17.50 per piece; ditto, SSS, $14.50 to 15.50 per piece. 

SHANGHAI.—Since the departure of the last mail transactions in Grey 
Shirtings have been on a limited scale, chiefly owing to a bareness of 
stocks. Latterly these were all but exhausted, and prices advanced to 
Tis. 2.42 for 7 lbs. and Tls. 2.65 per piece for 8.4 lbs. The arrival of the 
James Shepherd has caused a decline, and the dealers are not willing 
buyers, at Tls. 2.56 to 2.60 for 8.4 Ibs., and Tls. 2.35 to 2.38 for 7 lbs. 
We expect a further decline, as the northern demand has quite ceased for 
the season. T-Cloths have changed hands to a small extent, but the de- 
mand is far from active. 8 Ibs. are lower, with a fair inquiry. White 
Shirtings.—The lower counts have been asked for, and sales are reported 
at quotations. The higher reeds are not wanted. White Figured Shirt- 
ings and White Brocades are lower in value, and have changed hands at 
Tis. 2.20 to 2.35 per piece respectively. Dyed Figured Shirtings are also 
lower, sales having been made at Tis. 2.36 per piece. Dyed Brocades 
have been in morc inquiry, and the best gouds slow a slight rise in price. | 
For other Fancy Goods the inquiry is of a retail cli er. Woollens 
generally are much depressed; Camlets only being sought the low 
figares lately ruling. Meials.—Iron: The James Shepherd does add 
to stocks of Nail Rod, and dealers ure anxious buyers to arri¥ 
Tis. 3.10 per picul. Coals.—Quotations mostly nominal for cargoes of 
Cardiff, part cargoes have been sold at Tis. 14 per ton from ships’ side, a 
small cargo of American at ‘ls. 15.50, and part cargo of Australian at 
Tis. 9.50. The Royal Diadem brought 675 tons 8. Wales. The Mary, 
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1,686 tons patent fuel; Sir Ralph Abercrombie, 920 tons Cardiff; Hin- 


dustan, 752 tons Cowper's Hartley; and the Chillingham, 678 tons 
Hartley. 


Hanxow.—No new feature of interest has characterised the fortnight. 
The inquiry for both Cotton and Woollen fabrics has beeu, as usual at 
this season, on a small scale, and prices have varied but little from last 
mail’s quotations. Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs. have been wanted, and an ad~ 
vance of 2 to 8 candareens per picul would have been readily ob:ainable 
for any on the spot; 8 Ibs. 4 0z. and 8 lbs. 8 oz. have been taken sparingly 
at about previous rates. White Shirtings: The lighter reeds only huve Leen 
asked for, and have realised former prices. T-Cloths: 7 lbs. of fine 
make at an advance of 1 mace per piece; 8 Iba. show a further decline of 
5 candareens at 1 mace per piece. Drills unchanged; small sales have 
been made of both American and English. Fancy Cottons: Dyed Bro- 
cades still wanted, but none of suitable pattern on offer. Camlets have 
been looked at by the dealers, but little business has resulted. Lastings 
nominally as last quoted, but the inquiry very small. Long Elis difficult 
of sale unless a lower value is accepted. Spanish Stripes neclected. 
Figured Orleans nominally unchanged. Crapes have latterly met with 
more attention. Metals: Lead improved in value in consequence of a 
speculative inquiry, and best brands may be quoted tls. 6.40 to 5.60 per 
picul. Quicksilver: Demand subsided, and the value is tls. 52 per picul. 
Tin in limited request, and a small quantity placed at tls. 20 to 20.25 
per picul. 

Foocuow.—lImport sales are as follows :—Grey shirtings, 1,000 pieces, 
8.4 lbs., $3.40 per piece. Lead, 700 pigs, $7.60 to $7.75 per picul. 

Hone Konc.—The stagnation in the import market noticed in our 
last has continued. The much talked of cotton league is said to be 
broken up, though no particular benefit to Hong Kong has become ap- 
parent ; the combined effects of the great fire, the approach vi China 
New-year, and the general distrust and want of credit prevailing amongst 
native merchants and dealers, and their customers up-country, have been 
quite sufficient to neutralise any advantage caused by the return of 
the cotton trade to the colony. Hardly any sales have been effected, 
save of damaged goods at auction, and quotatiors for imports of 
all sorts, cotton, woollen, and metal, are quite nominal. No mate- 
rial improvement can be looked for now until after China New-year, 
when it is to be hoped that a very different state of things may be inan- 
gurated, although much of arise in rates for Cotton Fabrics can hardly 
be expected, in view of the low prices lately ruling in Manchester, and 
large shipments on the way. Raw Cotton: The market is in a somewhat 
better state, owing to the breaking up of the combination of Canton cotton 
merchants above referred to; but so many of the local merchants and 
dealers have been ‘“‘burnt out” by the fire, and trade has been so much 
interrupted thereby, that but few purchases of sound staple have been 
made. Large auction sales of damaged cotton saved from the tire have 
taken place, $5 to 7 per picul being about the price obtained; but it is 
said that buyers have made re-sales in Canton at a handsome profit. 
Coals: A cargo of Cardiff Coal bas been sold at anction at $14.75 per 
ton, and another has been placed privately at $13.90; the latter price, 
however, is decided)y below current rates, which remain as before reported. 
Australian continues in moderate supply and steady deman:l, at former 
rates. 


CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 
TRA. 

Yoxorama.—There has been a fairly active demand, and settlements are 
computed at 4,200 piculs, consisting principally of good medium and fine 
sorts. The native dealers have shown somewhat more disposition to do 
business, and although no very important decline has taken place, there is 
an evident indication of weakness, which would have been more decidedly 
marked but that the market has been to some extent strengthened by the 
advance in the value of native currency. Arrivals have been upon a 
smaller scale, and may be stated at 8,000 piculs, leaving an unsold stock 
of about 6,000 piculs. Quotations are:—Good common, @29.110 to 23.00 
per picul ; medium, $24.00 to 26.00; good medium, $27.10 to 3''.00 ; fine, 
$31.00 to 83.00; finest, $34.00 to 36.00; choice, $37.00 to 44.00. 

S1ancuai.—Black teas : The favourable advices of sales of new Moninge 
at home have sent more buyers into the market, and the stock, to which 
the additions from the river ports are now very scanty, is being slowly ab- 
sorbed. Settlements have been very irregular; a few first-crop teas that 
have been stored five and six months have been sold at about a par with 
their London value; but most of the settlements are still 1}d. to 2:1. above 
last home quotations for similar tea, and we quote the market gencrally 
fully one tael up. Settlements have been as follows :—Exchanze at 6s. 
1d. and freight £3 per ton; 2,500 chests common Oopack and Ningchow 
at Tls. 18.0.0 to 28.0.0, equal 1s. 1d. to 1s. 4d.; 7,000 chests common 
Oonam, at Tls. 16.2.5 to 18.6.0, equal 1s. to 13. 14d. Green teas: The 
effect of the excellent reports and sales of these kinds received from London 
hag been somewhat counteracted by the unsatisfactory tenor of the New York 
advices. In consequence, buyers have been Jeas anxious to pay the extreme 
prices previously current, and we quote a drop of fully three taels in finest 
teas from the highest rates of the season. The purchases made reach @ 
fair total amount, and consist chiefly of medium and fine Moyunes, a 
larger proportion than before of the purchases being for England. Medium 
teas have fetched quite up to former prices, and the Pingsueys are rela- 
tively dear. The settlements for England show a margin of 1v to 15 per 
cent. on London sales. Though the season is very early, there can be no 
doubt now that the total yield will not exceed 380,000 to 400,000 pack- 
ages, say 23,000,000 to 24,000,000 lbs. The settlements comprise :— 
22,600 half-chests, fair to fine Moyunes, at Tis. 36.0.0. to 43.5.0; 2,600 
half-chests, common to fair Fychows, at Ts, 27.0.0. to 35.5.0; 600 half- 
chests, fair to fine Teenkais, at Tla. 38.5; 1,800 half-chests, common to 
fair Pingsueys, at Tls. 31.7.5; 1,600 half-chests, common Shanghai- 
packed, at Tls. 83.7.5. 

Haxkow.—Buasiness in tea had been most meagre in extent, settlements 
amounting only to 1,500 cheats common Oonam at full prices, 300 chests 
having been shipped on native account, and only 1,500 chests remaining 

Quotations were :—Oonams, common, 12.2.0 to 18.0.0, equal to 
to 1s. 04d. per Ib. 

.—Black Teas: The only settlement has been that of a small 
at the equivalent of Tis. 16} (equal to 1s.), leaving ne 
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stock. The export for the season from this port is 553,000 lbs, below last 
year's. Green Teas: Only 3,000 packages have been settled at about the 
equivalent of the Shanghai market, while 17,000 packages have been 
shipped on by natives to Shanghai. Total arrivals will probably be the 
same as last year's, say 155,000 packages. 

FoocHow.—Congon: Upwards of 18,000 chests have changed hands. 
Prices continue without material change, but the general quality is in- 
ferior. Several of the teamen report that the arrivals during the remainder 
of the season will not exceed 10,000 cheats. Souchong: The unsold stock 
is reduced to little over 1,000 chests. The teamen are advancing in their 
demands. Oolongs: Nearly 5,000 half-chests have found buyers, at prices 
wi quality considered, show an advance on previous rates. 

Canromw.—No change has taken place, and we have again only to note 
moderate transactions in Canton-made kinds at about previous prices. 
Holders of country Congous continue firm in their demands, and the stock 
remains without alteration; there not being apparent any desire to pur- 
chase except at prices greatly below those asked. Of country Greens the 
800 packages old tea still remain in stock, and it now appears certain that 
none of the present season’s crop will be directed to this port. 


SILK. 

Yonouama.—For a few days subsequent to the departure of last mail 
holders showed great anxiety to realise and were willing to accept much 
lower prices. Considerable purchases having been made at a reduction of 
$20 to $80 per picul, dealers stiffeed their demands, which at once 
checked business, and the advices by the mail of 26th September having 
caused buyers to be more indisposed to operate, except at reduced rates, 
prices are again lower. Settlements for the fortnight amount to about 
500 bales, of which aconsiderable quantity has been shipped on native 
@ocount to America. Supplies have continued on a moderate scale, and 
the unsold stock (including a large quantity under foreign lien ) amounts 
to nearly 2,000 bales. Quotations are :—Mybash, 1, 2, 88s. 1d. to 348. 1d. 
i, 2, 8, 298. 10d. to 31s. 9d. ; Sinchu, 2, 8, 4, 268. 6d. to 288. 54.; Oshu 
Best, 31s. Od. to 82s. 11d.; Oshu Medium, 26s. 6d. to 298. 1d.; Oshu 
Inferior, 24s. 7d. to 268. 1d. Laid down in London. 

SHanouar.—Mr. Holdsworth's Circular is as follows :—The latest 
‘dates received from Europe since my last circular of the 22nd November 
are by letters to the 11th October, and by telegrams via Galle to the 8th 
November, and via Kiachta to the 5th idem, the latter reporting very 
unfavourably of the home market and ‘war inevitable.” The telegrams 
above referred to caused a total cessation of business for the time ; subse- 
quently, the silkmen seeing the determination evinced by foreigners not 
to purchase unless at a considerable reduction in prices, became very 
anxious to realise their stocks, and consequently business was trans- 
acted, though only to a limited extent, the settlements being esti- 
mated at 600 bales, of which fully 200 to 800 bales are on native 
acconont. Prices have been irregular, but as the mail is clos- 
ing they show a decline of fally Tis. 20 to 80 for Tsatlees, Tis. 15 
to 20 for Karshing Taysaams, Tls. 20 to 80 for Hainings and Yuenfas, 
and Tis. 15 to 20 for Hangchow Tsatlees; other classes of silk showing 
bat little change. Rates for Chop 8 Tsatlee remain unaltered, Tis. 515 it 

-is reported baving been paid for “ Silkworm” Chop No. 3 Tsatlee. The 
- unsold stock is estimated at 38,000 to 4,000 bales, but further supplies are 
‘supposed to be close at hand, only waiting for higher prices to rule in 
this market, when they will be brought forward. From the interior the 
advices report but a very limited business being transacted, owing to the 

+ extremely high prices asked by the producers for their Silks. The esti- 
amate for the total crop, given by reliable Chinese, is 40,000 bales. 

Canrox.—Transactions have been sufficient to keep prices at nearly the 

:.same figures as those at which last settlements were made. The bulk of 
the settlements of Loongkong and Kowkong are intended for the Indian 
market. Finer parcels, which are called ‘‘ Curio” kinds, are attracting 
-@ome attention, and there are some purchases of this sort reported. Stock 
- Of really fine silk is rather scarce. In Re-reeled Cumchook there is but 
alight change to note. Some parcels bave been taken at $515, but the 
quality is inferior. The native dealers report prices much the same in th 
country, but with large stocks, for this season of the year, and the ap- 
proaching Chinese holidays we hope to see a decline in values, unless 
foreigners operate largely. ‘We give the following as the settlements for 
the fortnight :—Tsatlee reel, No. 1, $480 to $580: sales 270 bales; 
Loongkong No. 1, $480 to $495: sales 60 bales; Re-reeled Cumchook, 
$515 to $530: sales 800 boxes; Waste silk, $45 to $65: 200 piculs.

REPORTS AND CASUALTIES. 


HONG KONG. 

The American ship Surprise, from New York, Aug. 25, reports, on 
Oct. 2, in lat. 80 S., long. 23 W., exchanged signals with the British ship 
Colonial Empire, from London, bound to Sydney, 49 days out; and on 
Nov. 23, in the Straits of Macassar, fell in with the Datch schooner 
Jeanette, short of provisions and water, and supplied her. 

The British barque Falcon reports having left the Mersey on July 6. 
Experienced fine weather down Channel and as far as lat. 48 N., where 
squally weather was encountered. Light N.E. trades as faras 11 N., and 
thence had a very tedious time getting to the southward, crossing the 
equator in 28 W. on Aug. 15. Fresh S.E. trades as far as 28 S., 
and passed the meridian of the Cape Sept. 11, in 38 S. Met with j 
heavy gales and high seas running down the Easting, and moderate 
weather from Amsterdam to Anjer, where the anctor was let go on 
October 21. Proceeded again on the 23rd, and met with light winds with 
sultry weather, rain, thunder, and hard squalls through Banca Straits. 
Came up the China sea by the Palawan passage, and while there had 
stroog N.N.E. winds with very heavy sea, continuous rain, thunder, and 
lightning, &c. Thence moderate weather to Cape Bolanao, and after that 
strong N.E. gales, with very heavy sea during the remainder of the pas- 
sage. On November 24 in lat. 8-46 N., long. 116-25 E., spoke the Ameri- 
can barque Maud Hellen, from New York, bound for Hong Kong, having 
been in company with the same vessel at Anjer. 

The barque Mikado, the first vessel which has arrived in China waters 
under the flag of the North German Confederation, arrived here on Dec. 
4th. She is a new vessel built and owned in Hamburg. She reports 
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having left the mouth of the Elbe July 24th. Experienced moderate 
weather in the North Sea and good N.E. trades. Crossed the Equator 
August 25th in 20 W. Strong S.E. trades as far as 28S. Passed the 
meridian of the Cape Sept. 22nd in 42 S. Thence to St. Paul's 14 days, 
with strong S.S.W. winds. Sighted Dirk Hartog Island on Oct. 19th, 
and passed through Lumbock Straits on the 27th. Anchored in Basilian 
Straits Nov. 12th on account of light winds and a strong current, and pro- 
ceeded next day. Nov. 14th, when in lat. 8 N., long. 122 E., a strong 
westerly gale sprung up with a high cross sea, and continued until the 
18th. On the 16th, being on a lee shore, ran into Iloilo harbour, and an- 
chored until the 22nd. From Cape Bolinao met with fresh N.E. breezes 
until arrival. 

The British ship Syree Singapura, from Bangkok, Oct. 12, reports 
having experienced a series of terrific gales when off the coast of Manila, 
from November 17 to 25, in which the bulwarks were completely washed 
away and deck swept of every movable. 

The Prussian ship Avon lost sixteen of her passengers through sickness- 
during the passage from Havana. 

The Danish barque Johanna Marie reports having left Hamburg July 2. 
Crossed the Equator Aug. 10, in 27 W., and passed the meridian of the. 
Cape of Good Hope Sept. 10; St. Paul's and Amsterdam on the 28th. 
Passed Anjer Oct. 16, and on the 20th, in Banca Straits, epoke the Prus- 
sian brig Margot, from Cardiff bound to Hong Kong, 124 days ont. Ex- 
perienced moderate weather to the latitude of Singapore, on the 22nd, but 


after that a succession of heavy gales. Passed Pulo Sapata Nov. 5, and_ 


on the 16th to 17th, when to the southward of Manila, experienced a 
heavy typhoon, and since that time strong gales, with a tremendous sea.

IN RE THE BANK OF HINDUSTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN. 

This matter came on to be heard upon a summons taken out by Mr. 
Rosa, who had been the manager of a branch of the Bank of Japan. The 
bank contracted with Mr. Ross for his services in May, 1867, for three 
years certain, at the rate of $800 per month, and he was to have a fur- 
nished house found for him. 





up by the Court. The liquidators offered to release Mr. Ross from his en- 
gagements with the company, but he declined that offer, and returned to 
England. The summons, which was adjourned from chambers into court, 
asked for an order directing the liquidators to pay Mr. Ross the balance of 
his expenses for his passage from Yokohama to London, and his salary at 
the rate of $800 per month from the 3lst of May, 1867, to the 80th 


November, 1867, less the amount received by him on account of the’ 


salary, and for directions as to its fature payment. Mr. Dickinson, Q.C., 


and Mr. C. T. Simpson appeared for Mr. Ross, and contended that the- 


contract with him was still subsisting, and the bank were bound to pay 


i In fact, his appointment was guaranteed to - 
him by the bank, which, however, was now in the course of b:ing found © 


him his salary in accordance with it. Mr. Green, Q.C., and Mr. Lindley © 


were for the official liquidators of the bank. The Vice-Chancellor, after 
some considerable discussion, made an order for payment by the liquidators 
to Mr. Ross of the sum of £3,000 and his costs, and directed Mr. Ross to 
stand as a creditor of the bank for the £8,000, with interest at £5 per cent 
until the payment of the debt. 
JONES V. JUST.—CONTRACT CASE. 

This was a case as to the alleged warranty of the quality of hemp. The 
contract—both parties being in London, and the hemp expected to arrive 
in a vessel—was for a quantity of ‘Manila hemp,” at a price per ton 


(£88 10s.), nothing being said as to the condition or quality. In point of * 


fact the hemp had been damaged by reason of a wreck in a previous 


voyage, before it was shipped on the present contract, and the consequence” 


was it was greatly reduced in value. But neither of the parties was aware 
of this, and neither of them knew anything about the hemp. The plaintiff, 
a rope manufacturer, had purchased the hemp for ropemaking, and, of 
course suffered considerably. It was proved that the hemp could not be 
used for the purposes to which hemp was usually applied—azs, for instance, 
ropemaking—without a large admixture of other hemp, and that it was- 
not worth above three-fourths of the price contracted to be paid. The 
action being brought by the buyer for an alleged breach of an implied 
warranty that the hemp was falrly merchantable, the objection was takew 
that there was no such warranty accepted in law, and that it was enough 
that the hemp was saleable as hemp. On the other side it was insisted 
that the sale of hemp did not mean damaged hemp. The learned Judge 
before whom the case was tried at Liverpool (Mr. Justice Blackburn) 

directed the jury that upon the contract the purchaser was entitled to ex- 

pect hemp which was fairly and reasonably merchantable; and that 

whether it was so or not was for them to determine, because it was a 

question of degree, dependent upon practical knowledge, and which could 

not possibly be a matter of law. Upon this the jary found in favour of 

the plaintiff that the hemp was not reasonably merchantable. Upon this 

the point of law arose, whether there was any implied warranty that it 

should be so, subject to which the plaintiff recovered a verdict for £760; 

and the point now came on to be argued.—Mr. S, Temple, Q.C., and Mr. 

Charles Russell were for the plaintiff, the purchaser ; Mr. Brett, Q.C., and 

Mr. Holker were for the defendant, the seller.—The argument lasted until 

the end of the day—-The Court took time to consider their judgment. 
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IMPORTANT CONTBACT CASE.—DRAKE AND OTHERS V. TAYLOR AND 
OTHEBS. 

This case, recently tried in the United States Circuit Court, possesses 
considerable interest. The plaintiffs were Messrs. Drake, Kleinwort, and 
Cohen, of London; the defendants, members of the firm of Taylor and 
Hubbell, of New York, and their assignees. In April last the plaintiffs, 
through their agent at New York, Simon de Visser, issued a credit autho- 
rising drafts on them, on account of Taylor and Hubbell, to the extent of 
£30,000, against produce, bills of lading for which were to be sent to De 
Visser. Hubbell agreed to provide funds to meet the drafts. The sum 
drawn for and accepted by plaintiffs was over £29,000, against a cargo of 
hemp and sugar per rig Pe from Manila to New York. The bills of 
lading were sent to De Visser and the cargo insured in New York in 
Hubbell’s name. Ship and cargo were lost on the voyage, whereupon 
Hubbell demanded the bills of lading of De Visser that he might obtain 
the sum insured. He delivered to De Visser, ia exchange, the following 
extraordinary document : — 

“ Received from S. De Visser, &c., the following merchandise (quantity 
&c. specified), which we agree to hold on storage as the property of 
Messrs. Drake and Co., with liberty to sell the same and account to S. 
De Visser, or to them for the proceeds, until the bills drawn by Peele, 
Hubbell, and Co., or Drake, Kleinwort, and Co., for purchase of said 
goods shall have been duly provided for. We agree to keep the property 
insured against fire, policy payable to S. De Visser in case of loss ; the 
intention of this arrangement being to preserve unimpaired the lien of 
Drake, Kleinwort, and Co., on said property.—Aug. 1, 1867.—H. W. 
Hussect, Roat. L. Taytor.” 

Whether any additional agreement was made between Tubbell and De 
Visser on the delivery of the bills of lading was a point in dispute. Hubbell 
received the bills, and collected, on behalf of himself and Taylor, the in- 
surance, amounting to $200,000, and applied it to paying juint debts of 
himself and Taylor. The drafts drawn on the plaintiffs were not provided 
for, and on the 24th of October last, Hubbell and Taylor each made a 
separate assignment to the other defendants, conveying all his property 
intact to sell it, and apply the proceeds towards liquidating the debts of 
the firm. The bill of complaint alleged that the value of the properties 
in the hands of the assignees was $135,000, that only £50,000 of that 
amount was the property of Hubbell. It claimed that the plaintiffs had 
an equitable lien upon the insurance money, and it prayed the court as 
follows :— First, for an injunction restraining any disposal of the property 
by the assignees as should not leave in their hands enough to pay them 
the $260,000 ; second, for the appointment of a receiver of so much of 
the assigned estate as shall pay them the $260,000; third, for a decree 
that plaintiffs are creditors of Taylor individually for the ¢200,000, and are 
entitled to be paid before the payment of any debt for which Taylor and 
Hubbell are jointly liable. 

The Court found that the $200,000 having become so mixed up with 
other moneys that it could not be traced separately, the plaiatiffs could 
have no special lien upon it, and therefore the injunction could not be 
granted ; they were, however, justified in their claim to priority as creditors 
of Taylor individually to the extent of $200,000, before claims against 
the joint estate were satisfied. The Court remarked on the strange nature 
of the paper above described, which purported to be a receipt for goods 
which all parties knew to have been destroyed. 

DIVORCE CASE.—GUTZMER V. GUTZMER AND CRAWFORD. 

This was the husband's petition for a divorce on the ground of his wife's 
adultery with the co-respondent. The respondent traversed the adultery. 
The co-respondent did not appear. Dr. Swabey appeared for the peti- 
tioner, and Dr. Tristram for the respondent. It appeared that the peti- 
tioner was an engineer, and married the respondent, then a widow, on 
November 9, 1856. After the marriage the parties resided in Liverpool, 
and there were three children, the issue of the marriaye, born. ‘They 
resided together in Liverpool until 1861, when the petitioner took an en- 
gagement as an engineer on board one of the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company’s steamers. In that vessel he went out to China, and was ab- 
sent from England until October, 1866. His pay was £12 per month, and 
the respondent had the half of it the whole time he was away. On returning 
to Enzland he found his wife living at Stockport. After residing with her 
there for some weeks the petitioner went on businessto Liverpool, where 
he remained for some days. On his return to Stockport he found that his 
wife had cloped with the co-respondent, taking with them all the furniture 
and the children. They were traced to Bolton-le-Moor, where they put up 
at the Temperance-hotel, and occupied the same bed-room. They were 
afterwards traced to a house in Bark-street, Little Bolton, where they were 
living as man and wife. These facts having been proved, the Court pro- 
nounced a decree nisi. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Cartan Lecxiz, R.N.—The services of the late Captain Charics 
Taylor Leckie, of the Royal Navy, who died lately at Edinburgh, are as 
follows :—Entered the service as midshipman, 1834; served on board her 
Majesty’s ship Portland, in the Mediterranean, until March 22, 1857; 
West Indies, June 1841; in China, from December 1841 to June 1843; 
mate in her Majesty ship Cornwallis, in China and East Indies, from June 
1843 to November 1844. Promoted to lieutenant on November 12, 
1845, by Vice-Admiral Sir William Parker, Bart., G.C.B., with a high 
compliment in the presence of the officers of her Majesty's ship MWibernia. 
Promoted to commander March 24, 1854, after having been acting-com- 
mander for eighteen months on the West Coast of Africa. Commanded 
Hler Mejesty’s ship Jeuzer, tender to Penclope, for two years, and was at 
the destruction of Lagos, December 1851. When in command of Iler 
Majesty’s ship Ferret, on the West Coast of Africa, from October 20, 185+, 
to February 9, 1856, was ordcred to release a British subject worked in 
chains by natives of Nunez River. This was accomplished without force, 
but with difficulty, after taking the Ferret to the head of that dangerous 
river. For this service he received the thanks of the French and English 
merchan:s, the Governor of Sierra Leone, and the approval of Commander 
Adams. Assisted the Governor, Colonel O'Connor, to quell disturbances 
at the Gambia, and captured the only slaver taken at that period under 
difficulties at the head of the river Pongas. Commanded Her Majesty’s 
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tention was called by seeing the bottom quite clearly. 
stopped the ensines and took the following bearings :—South point of the 
isthmus of Sin Fernando S. 50 FE. and the church of San Jaan to the 
northward E, 10 N.

Tux Cuiva Treaty.—A sub-committee, appointed by the Tynemouth 
Chamber to consider the proposed revision of the treaty with China, re- 
commend that in no case, as regards shipping dues, shall British subjects 
be required to pay higher dues than the subjects of the Empire; that, as 
regards the case of any British merchant vessel being concerned in smug- 
gling, the owner of the vessel shall not sufier penalties unless it can be 
shown that such owner was interested in or cognisant of such contraband 
transaction ; that, as regards the proposed penalty for the captain of any 
ship presenting an ‘incorrect ” manifest to the Chinese Customs’ authori- 
ties, the penalty shall only attach where it hus been done intentionally ; 
that with regard to the penalty for neglecting to lodge the ship’s papers 
within twenty-four hours after arrival, the penalty shall only attach where 
it is proved there has been wilful neg'ect. With regard to the penalty for 
opening a hatch before the Customs’ permit has been obtained, the come 
mittee suggest that, instead of the penalty being imperative, it be left to 
the authorities, with the consul to waive the penalty where circumstances 
justify such a course. As regards the probibitory clause against British 
ships carrying pulse and bean cake from Tungchaw and Newchwang, the 
committee recommend that the clause should be expunged,‘as variors

JAPANESE ConsuL aT San Francisco.—The New York Observer 
says that Charles Walcott Brooks has been icgularly appointed Consul- 
General for the Empire of Japan in San Francisco city. This is said to 
be the first appvintment of the kind ever made. The Government of 
Japan confers exclusive powers upon its egent in a letter of instructions 
which accompanies his commission. The docu:nent was issued by a 
Council of State, composed of seven P-inces of the Empire, who consti- 
tute the governing power in Japan s‘ace < . ication of the Tycoon. 
The latter says, in substance, that as the United States was the first Power 
to conclude a treaty with Janzn, opening the land to foreign commerce, @ 
representative of Japan should be located in that country and at San Fran- 
cisco, as the city of America nearest to Japan and with which there will 
be the most frequent intercourse ; and since ,the establishment of a steam- 
ship line between San Francisco and Yokohama it is expected that trade 
and friendship will increase between the two countries and will largely aug- 
ment the travel of the Japanese to America; the Council, therefore, judge 
it best to create a Consulship at San Francisco.

HOLLAND.

Rorrerpam, Jan. 24, 

According to a statistical review of our trade in 1866 the general im- 
port amounted in that year to 528 millions of guilders, the import for con- 
sumption 425 millions, and the general export 426 millions of guilders. 
The import augmented in that year about 6 per cent., the import for con- 
sumption 5 per cent., and the transit 4 per cent. The import of cotton 
yarns augmented 7 millions, rice 6 millions, cotton manufactures 6 
millions, raw cotton 5 millions, and coffee 8 millions. The export de- 
¢reased for cotton 18 millions, sugar 4 millions, but cotton manufactures 
*nereased 19 millions, cotton yarns 4 millions, refined sugar 4 millions. 
The imports from England amounted to 147 millions of guilders, being 
8 millions more than in 1865, and the export to England 120 millions, 
being 3 millions less than in 1865. 

At the yard of Messrs. C. Gips and Zonen, at Dordrecht, another steam 
screw man-of-war will be built for account of the Japan Government. 
You will remember that some time ago the said shipbuilders delivered the 
Kai-yoo-maroo. 

According to a Ministerial report, the Minister of the Colonies intends to 
build four iron-clads for the maritime service in India, besides some 
monitors; the latter are especially destined to defend the harbours, 

On the 9th July the Trading Company opened for the first time a 
public tendering for freights to convey produce irom India to Datch 
harbours. Tenders were offered for 33 vessels, the freights varying from 
93f. to 120f. for Amsterdam; 89f. to f.104.84 for Rotterdam; 91f. to 
£.109.43 for Dordrecht ; 90f. to f.104.84 for Schiedam ; 94f. to f.104.84 
for Middelburg. The Trading Company chart ‘ed only two vessels for 
Aaterdam, viz. : Nederland and Orange, at 98f.; Goede Verwachting, at 
1.94.79 ; for Schiedam, Erasmus, at 90f.; for Middelburg, Honigby, at 
£.94.89. - 

The military contingent for the East India army, which will be sent 
from here, is fixed at 2,000 soldiers, including 312 artillery, and 140 
cavalry.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &o. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameore, Jan. 24. 

As but little more than two short months have to elapse before the Ist 
of ie ley et omen—when it will become imperative on all German 
vessels to hoist the Federal flag as their natioual colours, the Chancellor 
of the Bund has circularised the governments of the German maritime 
States on the subject, requesting them to take the needful steps with their 
respective shipowners to show proper honour to the new flag, which has 
already been recognised in the usual diplomatic manner by all the mari- 
time States of Europe, and most of those in in other parts of the globe 
In pursuance of this communication the Senate of this city has issued » 
decree calling upon all shipowners hitherto entitled to wear the Hamburg 
flag to instruct their captains and skippers, especially those now absent on 
distant voyages, to conform to the new order of things, and to give them 
positive orders to use exclusively on and after the Ist of April next the 
German flag, printed and coloured copies of which may be obtained from 
the Board of Trade. 

In a former letter I gave your readers an outline of the Federal law for 
the regulation of the German consulates in foreign countries. Only half 
a dozen consuls have as yet been appointed, chiefly in the Levant—with 
the exception of Herr von Brandt, bitherto Prussian Consul-General in 
Japan—and the commercial world are wondering why the others are not 
yet named. But some unforeseen difficulties have arisen, whieh have to be 
overcome, and hence the delay. When the negotiations were pending 
this time last year, it was announced here with a loud flourish of trumpets 
as a great concession to the Hanseatic cities on the part of Prussia, that 
Hamburg and Bremen, who have a numerous and efficient staff of consuls 
in all parts of the globe, should be consulted and have a weighty voice in 
the appointment of the Federal consuls. But Count von Bismark, who 
has more knowledge and experience of the diplomatic than of the consular 
service, got a crotchet into his head that for the due performance of the 
official duties, the honorary or unsalaried consuls, who are to be selected 
from among the German merchants established at the port in question, 
shall be supported by a paid chancellor who has studied the law and taken 
the degree of at least LL.D.—or as it is called in German parlance Juris 
utriumque Doctor—at one of the German universities, or been employed 
in the service of the state to which he belongs in certain capacities specially 
enumerated in the Bill. Senator Kirchenpauer, the Hamburg Plenipo- 
tentiary, and his colleague for Bremen, vainly endeavoured to persuade 
the Count to abandon this crotchet, which they maintained coul:! never 
work well in practice, as it would subject such consuls to the humiliation 
of feeling that they were no longer independent officials, but under the 
control of a subordinate, who under the plea of having studied the law 
might make frivolous objections to the legality of his acts and decisions. 
It now appears that these predictions are fully verified, and that there is a 
hitch somewhere, which accounts for the delay in making the appoint~ 
ments. I learn from reliable authority that several of the most eminent 
German merchants residing in foreign ports of importaoce—among whom 
are some in China—perfectly able and willing to undertake the consular 
duties without any remuneration and from pure patriotic motives, have 
declined the honour of the appointment if they are not thought capable 
of fulfilling the duties of the office—which some of them have done for 
many years to the perfect satisfaction of their respective Governments— 
but be placed under the watch and ward of a paid subordinate who may 
cavil at their decisions as illegal and be officially constituted as a spy on 
their actions, 

The Lamburg Correspondent publisbes some official statistics of the 
navigation of this port in the year just elapsed, in anticipation of the 
tables printed at a later date by the Chamber of Commerce, from which 
it eppears that the numbe- of vessels that arrived here from all over-sea 
countries was 5,055 of 636,100 lasts of 3 English tons each, and the 
number that sai'ed was 5,071 of 637,583 lasts, and manned by 68,858 
men, being as nearly as possible in the prcportion of one man to 10 lasts, 
or 30 tons. As compared with the navigation of the preceding year there 
is a triding falling off in the number of arrivals of 130 vessels, but this is 
more than compensated by an increase of the tonnage, amounting to above 
46,000 lasts, or 188,000 tons, showing a very decided tendency towards 
the general use of 'arger vessels instead of small ones. This tendency has 
been observable for several years past, as may be seen by comparing the 
aroual tables, but was never so strongly apparent as in the present 
instance. Some curious alterations in the form of these navigation tables 
have become necessary from altered circumstances. Among others, the 
arrivals undec the Prussian, Hanoverian, and Schleswig-Holstein flags, 
that io the specification table of former years were given separately, are 
now lumped together under Prussia ; whilst in the tables of next year not 
only will those three flags disappear again, but also those of Hamburg, 
Bremen, Lubeck, Mecklenburg, and Oldenburg, as well as the privileged 
separate flags of the ports of Rostock and Wismar, belonging to Mecklen- 
barg-Schwerin, which for the future will all merge into the black, white, 
and red new federal German flag, and be classified under one single head. 

The arrivals from the Far East are a few more than in 1866, being 9 
from Chins, 4 from Netherlands India, 5 from the Navigators’ and the 
Sandwich Islands, and 22 from Singapore, Bangkok, Baly Badong, and 
Rangoon, making 40 vessels against 37 in 1866. 

COMMERCIAL. 

A thaw having set ir, navigation has recommenced, and our markets 
exhibit a little more life, though there is no alteration to notice in prices. 
An arrival from China has brought 2,700 chests of cassia lignea, which 
come to hand at a favourable moment and cannot fail to find buyers at 
remunerative rates. In spelter no transactions are reported, but the 
market is firm. Money market is easy. The latest returns of the Bank 
of Hamburg show an increase of more than a million marks Banco in the 
value of silver bars in their cellars.

HONG KONG GRIEVANCES. 

We understand that a number of owners of land in 
Hong Kong who are at present in this country, merchants, 
and others interested in the welfare of the colony, in- 
tend shortly to hold a meeting in London to discuss the 
various qucstions that have Jately been agitated with re- 
gard to taxation, &c. This movement is independent of the 
proceedings of the recently formed “ Hong Kong Associa- 
tion;” but we presume that a committee will be elected to 
take such action as may be considered desirable, and that the 
two bodies will eventually act in concert. Among other pro- 
positions likely to be brought forward, we believe one is to the 
effect that some competent person should be appointed special 
agent for the colony to represent its interests in London. We 
have received several letters prompted by the article under this 
heading in our issue of the 10th instant, and in another column 
we publish two, the writers of which discuss the question from 
different points of view. That of “D.G.” tells its own story, 
and requires no comment,; while “ MERCURIO” appears to be in 
some degree actuated by a misapprehension of the tenour of the 
article above alluded to. It was not our intention, as ‘‘ Mzr- 
cuRIO” seems to infer, to Iny all the miseries under which the 
colony groans to the sole charge of the present Governor. On the 
contrary, we have always recognised the fact that the disorgan- 
ised state in which Sir RicuarD MacDowNELL found the colony 
impelled him to legislation of an exceptional character ; still, we 
wish to point out that although many of the oppressive measures 
complained of originated from causes beyond his control, he has 
the power of putting an end to such of them as are clearly un- 
just, and should lose notime in doing so. The taxation of 
untenanted houses precisely illustrates this. It was no fault 
of Sir RicHarD MacDonngL's that he found the Colonial 
Treasury empty ; or that an increased scale of taxation was 
requisite to meet the calls on it ; or that, owing to the impos- 
sibility of recovering arrears of taxes from tenants, it became 
necessary to collect them from the landlords. But he will in- 
cur a lasting reproach, unless he can devise same plan—and that 
speedily—fur the exemption of uninhabited houses from the 
impost. 


FIRES AT HONG KONG. 

“ Way is there no Fire Brigade in Hong Kong?” was the 
question asked on all sides when a large portion of the town of 
Victoria was laid in ruins by the fire of the 30th October, 
1866 ; and notwithstanding the sad lesson conveyed by that 
disaster, it isa question that still remains without a satiafac- 
tory answer. Now that another great fire has occurred, involving 
a loss to the colony, directly and indirectly, of something like 
a quarter of a million sterling, perhaps something will be done ; 
but it is a pity that the residents did not awake a little sooner 
to the fact that “ prevention is better than cure.” Volunteer 
fire brigades have been formed at other ports, and have worked 
satisfactorily ; why not in Hong Kong? Not, we should think, 
because the energy requisite to form one is wanting, for on each 
of these sad occasions energy enough has been manifested ; but 
being misdirected and void of control, it was useless, and in 
many cases did more harm than good. What with an uopo- 
pular Government, an empty treasury, a discontented populace, 
and a depressed trade, the colonists are truly in an evil plight 
at present, and it may seem sn inopportune moment to take 
them to task for their shortcomings ; but the truth is that 
neither poverty nor misgovernment (supposing such to exist) 
can be admitted as valid excuses for such a spectacle of utter 
helplessness as they have presented to the world on these two 
occasions. If the leading residents, with the co-operation of 
the representatives of the various fire-assurance companies, 
cannot originate a movement by which the able-bodied residents 
generally would be enrolled as members of a volunteer brigade, 
why cannot Sir RicHaRD MacDonnELL be requested to take the 
initiative? It used to be jokingly said, with reference to oft- 
recurring railway accidents, that no line would be safe until one 
of its directors had been smashed ; let us hope that the spec- 
tacle of a Governor half drowned may lead to some reform in 
the management of fires at Hong Kong, and inaugurate a new 
and improved system of “ fighting the flames.” Unlike many 
of the institutions that Anglo-Saxon energy raises and supports 
in China, a fire-brigade would pay. At present, fire assurance 
rates in Hong Kong are enormous ; on certain classes of pro- 
perty they are no less than five timesas high as in London. A 
properly organised brigade, by reducing the risk of loss by fire, 
would necessarily lead to some modification of the present scale. 














From St. Petersburg we have, in the guise of an item of 
China news, a statement equally remarkable for its vagueness 
and its audacity. The journals of that city publish intelli- 
gerce said to have been received from Taschkend, in Tartary, 
dated the beginning of December, and asserting that “ military 
measures are being taken by China which are interpreted by 
the Russian correspondents as being directed against Russia.” 
The same advices allege that China has contracted a treaty with 
the Turkomans, and that fortifications are being constructed on 
the Russian frontier. The meaning of this—if it have any mean- 
ing at all—is, either that Russia is on the watch for an excuse for 
a further “rectification ” of her Mongolian frontier, aud that 
accordingly some harmless movements of troops, or necessary 
repairs to fortifications are interpreted by these “ correspond- 
ents” iuto a casus belli ; or else, that Russia has already shown 
a design to make further encroachments on Chinese territory, 
and that some military precautions have been taken to check- 
the movement. 


A DEPUTATION of merchants connected with the Straits Settle- 
ments is, we believe, in formation for the purpose of represent- 
ing to the Secretary of State for the Coxoniss the injurious 
uature of several Acts lately passed by the GovERNOR and Legis- 
lative Counc'l at Singapore. 


JAPAN. 

THe, telegram received via Galle, announcing that a “ poli- 
“ tichl revolution” had occurred in Japan, and that the 
Sxiogoon had resigned, has been in most respects confirmed 
by intelligence conveyed by the Pacific mail steamer dated Yoko- 
hama, December 6, and received here on the 13thinst. This as- 
serts not only the resignation of the Shiogoon, but that in future 
the Government would be administered by the Mixapo himself, 
with the aid of a Council of Daimios. If we accept this ac- 
count as correct it implies not merely the resignation of Stots- 
BASHI, ond a consequent change of dynasty as regards the 
Shiogoonate, but a complete abolition of the office, and a full 
re-assumption by the Mixapo of his rightful power and privi- 
leges as absolute sovereign; and the Council spoken of will 
perhaps be an amalgamation of the Great Council of State, the 
Gorogio, and the Gosaukay—iu fact, a sort of select House of 
Peers. This is a “ political revolution ” indeed, and in our pre- 
sent state of uncertainty as to its end and object, any specu- 
lations as to its effect on the foreign relations of the country 
would be futile.

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TREATY REVISION AND THE APPOINTMENT OF 
MR. BURLINGHAME. 

WE now resume our consideration of the proposed altera- 
tions in the treaty, a subject invested with fresh interest 
by an important item of news that comes to us from St. 
Petersburg. It is announced that the United States’ Minister 
at the Russian Court has received official advices from Peking, 
to the effect that the Chinese Government has decided to send 
a special embassy to Europe, in connection with the impending 
revision of the treaties. The mission, however, is not to be 
entrusted to native hands; Mr. Anson BurumeHame, the 
United States’ Minister in China, has been appointed special 
Envoy for the purpose, and will leave for Europe without de- 
lay, accompanied, no doubt, by a Chinese suite. It is added 
that the arrangement is approved of by all the other foreign 
Ministers at Peking, among whom Mr. BURLINGHAME is very 
popular. The despatch of a duly accredited Chinese diploma- 
tist to Europe—could one of sufficient enlightenment, combined 
with suitable standing, be found—would indeed be a matter 
for congratulation, inasmuch as the observations and ex- 
perience of a really intelligent native envoy could hardly 
fail to produce a beneficial effect at Peking on his 
return, however trifling might be the immediate re- 
sults of his mission ; but how any good can possibly accrue 
from the visit at the present juncture of a foreign Ambassador, 
is exceedingly difficult tosee. Not that we can take exception 
to the selection of Mr. Bur.incHAME, either from a personal 
or a political point of view. It is, we believe, perfectly true 
that he has made himself deservedly popular, not only with 
his official colleagues, but with all who have come in contact 
with him. It is obvious, too, that neither the British nor 
the French representative at Peking could return to his 
own Court as the representative of China; besides, it is not 
long since England and France were at open war with China, 
while the United States remaiued neutral ; and if therefore the 
services of a foreign diplomatist in Europe are required at all, 
an American citizen is best of all qualified to render them. 
But, cui bono? The treaty was made at Tientsin, why should 
it not be revised there? The United States, we may fairly 
presume, require amendments to their treaty, precisely similar 
to those we require to ours; and not a few of the demands 
made by either nation are likely to be contested by the Chinese 
Government. How then can Mr. BURLINGHAME properly re- 
present both sides of the question, 20 as to do justice alike to 
his own countrymen and his temporary clients, the Chinese ? 
Again, supposing him to be able to reconcile (to his 
own satisfaction) these conflicting interests, on what basis 
can he open negotiations with any European Govern- 
ment—say, for example, our own? It would seem very un- 
likely that Lord Sran.zy, in the absence of all data, and without 
the opportunity of consulting Sir RoraerrorD ALcocK, would 
consent to open any discussion here with reference to the 
necessary revision. Our Minister at Peking has, or ought to 
have, proper authority to negotiate for a revised treaty ¢here, 
where the joint experience of thej several foreign Ministers, the 
recommendations of the Consuls, the demands of the merchants, 
and the knowledge of the Customs’ officials, can all be brought, 
as it were, into a focus, under the influence of which something 
like a satisfactory arrangement might be accomplished. 

Some of the requirements embodied in the several memorials 
will very likely be met at once with a flat refusal. Such, for 
instance, as the demand for permission to work mines in the 
interior ; for when so much repugnance is shown to the mere 
travel or residence of foreigners anywhere beyond the limits of 
the ports, how much more aversion will probably be displayed 
to what would appear like a taking possession, not of the 
surface only, but: the very bowels of the land? ‘Then, 
as regards railways and telegraphs. A request for the 
admission of these on a small scale, as an experiment, might 
have received consideration ; but the Hong Kong memorialists 
boldly demand permission “to construct railways in all parts 
“ of the empire and obtain an Act giving any company formed 
“to carry out such undertaking all needful privileges,” and 
“to carry telegraphs through any part of the country.” It is 
not easy to conceive the Chinese Government passing an “ Act” 
giving to “any company” the privilege, say, of making com- 
pulsory purchases of land along a track some hundreds of 
miles in length, and ejecting peasant landowners by the thou- 
sand, Such sweeping demands as these, are certain to be re- 
jected ; but a concession might be asked for a single short line, 
which if it once proved a success would be the sure forerunner 
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of a gradual extension of the system. We must not make 
too big a beginning, or we shall frighten the Chinese 
into a determined and lasting opposition. Even as it is, they 
may perhaps fail to appreciate the perfection with which wo 
manage our railways at home, and may class the reckless 
destruction of property—gigantic works legun and aban- 
doned—defrauded creditors, and ruined shareholders—among 
those “blessings of civilisation” that they can for the present 
dispense with. But if these are points on which we must pre- 
pare for some disappointment, there are other suggestions of 
such undoubted propriety that their fulfilment should be sternly 
insisted on—among which we may instance the necessity of - 
putting Protestant missionaries on an equal footing with Roman- 
iste, and the entire remodelling of the Articles relating to cases 
of Customs’ seizure. These, if literally interpreted, at present 
admit of the absolute confiscation of vessels and cargoes when 
such measures are wholly unmerited, and they cannot be per- 
to remain in the revised treaty. 

Much more might be written on this and kindred subjects, 
but there must be a limit to our remarks. Before closing, 
however, we would once again revert to what we have already 
alluded to as a noteworthy feature in these memorials, namely, 
that they all agree in taking a hopeful view of the future of 
the China trade, provided the suggestions they contain are 
carried out. We would remind the memorialists that their 
trade needs reforms—and reforms of a vigorous nature too— 
rom within, as well as from without. New concessions, wider 
fields of enterprise, additional facilities, lighter imposts—these 
alone will not set the China trade on its legs again. It was a 
flourishing trade in the olden time, when hampered by tenfold 
the restrictions that are now so loudly complained of ; for then 
the operations of the merchants were conducted on sound 
principles. Commercial integrity and commercial prosperity 
then went hand in hand. If China speculators—merchants no 
longer, in the legitimate sense of the term—persist in their 
late insane career, no amount of “treaty revision ” can save 
the once-honoured China trade from complete ruin and dis- 
grace. In order to avert this it must be clearly understood, 
once for all, that such practices as “salting” invoices, and 
“ hypothecating ” constituents’ goods, are incompatible with 
honest trading, The first is near akin to fraud; the second, 
to put it in plain English, is an act of illegal pawning, and, as 
such, is not very widely removed from felony. These, and 
other malpractices that of late have crept into the 
trade, must be rooted out. How is this to be accom- 
plished? The voice of public opinion, and the power of 
the press, has done much towards it; but something moro 
is required—some internal influence and control. In an ad- 
mirably written article in the January number of St. Paul's, en- 
titled “‘ Business at the Present Day,” an excellent suggestion, 
bearing on this point, is put forth. The writer shows how, in 
former times, the ancient guilds and companies not only pro- 
moted the interests of merchants, but regulated their actions. 
No one could then enjoy repute as a merchant without being 
a member of a guild, and such membership was in itself 
& guarantee of experience, probity, and responsibility. 
Things are changed now, and these guilds have long 
ceased to exercise any control over our commerce; but 
why cannot the Chambers of Commerce take their place i— 
orjat least, to a certain extent, perform similar functions ? 
As it is, Suara, Brown, or Jonxs, being ambitious to became a 
“tai-pan,” adds “and Co.” to his name—announces in the 
local prints that he “has this day established himself”. 

a little business together, persuades native merchants that he 
is worthy of credit, and soon develops into a full-blown mer- 
cantile firm—speculating largely, without either prudence to 
guide or capital to back him. Such traffic is of course utterly 
hollow, and must inevitably collapse at the first breath of an 
adverse wind. It ought not to be possible, and would not be, if 
Chambers of Commerce properly fulfilled their mission. Let 
the Chambers frame stringent rules for the conduct of 
business ; let every deviation from these, when satisfactorily 
proved, be a signal for the expulsion of the offender, whose 
dishonour otherwise taints the whole. body ; let it bea sine qua 
non that every person who aspires to be recognised as a mer- 
chant or mercantile agent be a member of the Chamber, and 
we shall soon see an improvement in the morale of the China 
trade. Firms failing to comply with this requisition should 
be tabooed—Chinese should be warned not to give them credit ; 
European houses not to employ them as agents ; banks not to 
recognise their existence. Chambers of Commerce, under this 
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plan, instead of being mere associations for the protection of 
commercial interests generally, would become mercantile tribu- 
nals of almost unlimited power. We repeat, that the need of 
some internal reform, such as we have here indicated, is 
urgent ; and we recommend it to the consideration of our readers 
as being worthy of at least as much attention as they have 
recently devoted to the subject of treaty revision. , 


THE CIVIL SERVICE IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 

Tue letter in our Isst iasue from ‘“‘H.K.G.,” on the culpable 
neglect manifested by the Civil Service Commissioners with re- 
gard to one of the most important branches of the service, is 
well worthy of notice. The advantage of encouraging the ac- 
quirement of the languages of China and Japan by candidates 
for official appointments in those countries cannot well be 
over estimated, and although the attainment of a good practical 
knowledge of either language is confessedly a work of several 
years, there is no earthly reason why a commencement should 
mot in all cases be made before leaving this country. 
That the commissioners should systematically discountenance 
such a course seems almost incredible; yet “H.K.G.” assures 
us not only that a knowledge of Chinese on the part of the 
candidates is not recognised, even as a supplementary subject 
of examination, but that even when it exists it is totally ignored. 
This is a display of official imbecility that would be absurd, 
were it not likely to be fraught with such serious consequences. 
It is daily becoming more necessary that all,members of the 
diplomatic and consular services in China should possess 
a knowledge of the native tongue. Such knowledge is far more 
readily acquired if the study be commenced and a ground- 
work formed, while the learner is going through a regular course 
of education at home. It is far easier for a young man to 
begin a difficult study like Chinese under an experienced 
European tutor, than for him to commence it under a native 
who knows not asyllable of any foreign language, nor is able to 
tell a noun substantive from a verb. And under this system 
the Government employé is expected to take kirdly to 
® most barbarous idiom in a highly oppressive climate, 
where he has other duties to perform for several hours 
daily. No difficulty can arise in making a commencement 
before leaving England, for a Professor of Chinese has long been 
attached to King’s College, and the chair is ably filled at the 
present time. In what more legitimate and useful way can he 
be employed than in preparing our future representatives in 
China for the career they are entering upon? The truth is, that 
these Civil Service Commissioners may do very well to examiue 
into the fitness of candidates for the Customs or Post-vffice, 
but they should not be allowed to interfere with Eastern ap- 
pointments at all. The examinations for these should be under 
totally different management—a much higher class of attain- 
ments, including at least a rudimentary knowledge of Chinese 
being required. As regards Japanese, nothing can of course be 
said at present ; but with so many intelligent Japanese in Eng- 
land, we do not despair of seeing at no very distant date the 
requisite facilities for teaching that language also. The entire

TRRIGATION IN CEYLON. 

THE much vexed question of irrigation in Ceylon appears to 
be approaching a satisfactory settlement. The scheme pro- 
pounded by Sir Hercurzs Rosryson as the mouthpiece of the 
Executive will, if effectually and systematically carried 
out, go far to remove those drawbacks which have 
hitherto militated against successful grain cultivation in 
the island, and add to an almost inalculable extent to 
the advancement of commercial interests. A broad prin- 
ciple has been laid down to commence with, that all works 
necessary for establishing » complete and effective system of 
irrigation are tobe constructed at the expense of the Government, 
which is to be reimbursed by easy instalments extending over a 
period of ten years ; thus modifying the proposition of the sub- 
committee appointed to report upon the subject, which was to 
the effect that the expenses of works costing less than £100 
were to be defrayed by the Government, while the cost of works 
amounting to more than that sum was to be borne by the dis- 
tricts enjoying the benefits conferred by their construction. 
Upon this point our opinion coincides decidedly with that of 
the Government in opposition to the sub-committee, it being 
obvious that the latter plan, in addition to being cumbersome, 
and to a certain extent illiberal, would be productive of 
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endless disputes between those districts where the works would 
be constructed by the Government and those having them- 
selves to bear the burden of their establishment and main- 
tenance. Again, it is evident that, were the suggestion of 
the sub-committee adopted, the Executive would be frequently 
called upon to authorise the construction of works in places 
where they were really not required, and thus the Colonial 
Exchequer would have a burden imposed upon it with no benefit 
tothe community accruing in return. On the contrary, Sir 
Hercues Roprnson’s plan secures a just distribution of payments 
falling equally upon the districts improved by the operation of the 
scheme. We fear, however, that theestimate of £20,000 fixed as 
the probable annual cost resembles the original estimate for the 
railway in respect of being somewhat under the mark. This 
isa matter demanding careful consideration as the elaborate 
series of calculations made by His Exce.ency, which show 
that after the tenth year the scheme should be sclf-supporting, 
will, if the amount expended should prove in advance of the 
estimate, fall to the ground. We perceive that the arrange- 
ments for carrying out the plan are to be placed under the con- 
trol of the Board of Works, a mode of action evincing praise- 
worthy economy, and which, we have no doubt, will meet 
with universal approval as rendering unnecessary the organisa- 
tion of a special administrative body entailing a large expen- 
diture of the public funds. Reserving the one question we 
have referred to, namely, that of cost, we have nothing but 
praise to bestow upon this liberal and comprchensive scheme, 
which more than counterbalances the many shortcomings that 
have been justly laid to the charge of the Government. It is 
unnecessary to add one word to what has been urged again and 
again in these columns, with reference to the advantages which 
the completiou of an irrigation system will confer upon the colony 
by the re-establishment of grain cultivation. This effected, 
the one great drawback to commercial advancement will have 
been removed, an impetus given to extended enterprise, and a 
road to certain ultimate prosperity fairly thrown open to the 
community. 


THE NORTH CHINA INSURANCE COMPANY. 


Messrs, AsHton and Co., the London agents of the North 
China Insurance Society, have issued a circular in reference 
to the proposed change of the agency for the next term, 
1869-71. We have already stated that this step is a very un- 
advisable one on the part of the directors and shareholders, and 
the circular will afford the shareholders important information, 
which will probably induce them to reconsider the resolution 
arrived at at the meeting on the 18th November. The follow- 
ing is an extract from the circular :— 

“ We commenced this agency in 1863, and, up to the present time the 
premiums have increased nine-fold, and our own contributions have 
amounted to considerably over a quarter of the total amount for the whole

‘Remuneration by a percentage must necessarily stimulate exertion to 
the utmost, and prosperity as the result, is a bad reason for a change in 
management. It is said that a salaried secretary, with the necessary staff, 
would save money, and the approximated estimate is mer:tioned as £3,000 
to £3,500; but there are fnewdenta belonging to a ‘ London Office,’ which 
if taken into account would increase the estimate some fifty per cent.

THE SUEZ CANAL 

We have from time to time recorded the progress made 
towards the completion of the Suez Canal, and lately took 
occasion to pvint out that however problematical the success 
of the scheme might be in a financial poivt of view, there 
could be no doubt of the vast and substantial nature of the 
work done, or of the extraordinary energy and skill by which 
it had been accomplished. Our attention is now called to yet 
another view of the undertaking, namely, the desolating effect 
it is beginuing to produce upon Egypt, owing to the absorption 
of so vast an amount of capital. If tho statements contained 

» a letter recently written by a correspondent of the Pall 
wall Gazette, be not exaggerated, M. Lessers and his company 
will have to avswer not only for the social and financial ruin 
of the couutry, but in all probability for a political convulsion 
of a very scrious nature also. The following is an extract from 
the letter, which is dated Alexandria, January 2 :— 

“«T have had an interview with a very intelligent man who has been en- 

gaged on the Suez Canal works for some time past. He tells me that the 
undertaking is evidently pressed for means, and that the dredging is found 
to yield unsatisfactory results. Large stones are turning up under the 
mud ; these break the drags, which have then to be sent away for re- 
pairs. I think he said that out of thirty-eight drags between Port Said 
and Ishmailieh only eight are actually at work. The water has been let 
into the channel too early—the excavation would have been carried on 
bette. wiihout it; and on the lakes, in parts, as the soil is dredged out 
she pressure from the eestern side raises the bottom again. My informant 
stated that in his opinion it would take twenty years to finish the 
canal. . . . . . There isa limit to all things, and the Canal 
Company having got £8,000,00) sterling out of Egypt, has had enough, 
and should not be allowed still further to cripple the resources of the Go- 
veroment, the diminution of which is already working the most serious evils 
én this country. What is taking place in the villages to get money in ad- 
vance out of the fellahs is atrocious. No man’s denial of want of means 
is heeded ; his boxes, if he has any, are searched, and even the floor of his 
dwelling dug up. Flogging is then tried, and it is only after his failing to 
produce money under that infliction that he is given up as hopeless. The 
villagers are also being made to give bonds for recouping the Viceroy 
hose he gave to the bankers, and others on the collapse of the cotton 
affairs, in repayment to them of the sums they alleged to be due to them 
from the villagers for money lent. The original debtor, if he has no 
efficient substance, is disregarded and his liability transferred to his 
village, among the inhabitants of which the amount is arbitrarily distri- 
buted, the men being flogged if they refuse to seal a bond for their 
resigned shares, and kept under the Aoorbaj until they consent. With 
allthis, Ismail Pasha is not a man of courage, and is said to be constantly 
manifesting signs of apprehensiveness of what might be the result of the 
discontent he is conscious he is creating. He has fixed himself at a 
new paiace at Gizeh, so as to have the river between him and the 
population of Cairo, and no one with a gun is allowed to cross the river 
in that direction, A fortnight ago, also, the Viceroy on his road to the 
Abbasieh, just as he quitied the town, heard the near report of a gun. 
Cawasses were instantly sent to search for and bring the person who had 
fired it, nor would his Highness believe that be had only been shooting a 
dove until the dead bird was also brought. 
_ “M. Mirzan, a broker of this town, on the 23rd of December last, 
ised a printed statement of the debts of the Government, which, he 
adds, having pec, suumiied to the Minister of Finance for cor- 
rection without having been honoured with a reply, he now submits to the 
public. The total of the debts, loans and floating, he makes to be 
667,850,000 irancs—£26,714,000; but I have it on credible authority 
that the department of the Viceroy’s Government immediately concerned 
with his finances estimated his total liabilities at £36,000,000. The month 
of Kiack (Coptic), 10th of December to 10th of January, is just passing, 
and no signs of a dividend from the Azizieh Company, which, by the 
statutes, should be paid io this month. 

“have learned, through a channel which to my mind precludes doubt, 
such further circumstances of the means which are being resorted to under 
the Viceroy’s authority for compelling the unhappy villagers to minister to 
bis demands, that I add another note for the sake of exposing such con- 
duct. Asa last resource, and when every means has failed with the men, 
the wives and other females of the family have been Lyought forward and 
told to produce their ornaments, No excuse is received.

They are then cut loose and left to be carried away 
by their friends. Will such things be credited in England? Let Lord 
Stanley call for a report of what is going on in the villages; not from the 
Consul-General only, but from every consul, vice-consul, and consular 
agent in the country, with instructions to refer especially to the treatment 
to which the villagers are subjected, in the collection of the Government 
dues, in their persons, property, and labour, and his lordship will then 
learn what Egypt is suffering to-day.” 
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HONG KONG GRIEVANCES. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Sre,—In your issue of the 11th inst. appears the ominous heading 
“ Hong Kong Grievances,” and, while fully endorsing your general remakr 
thereon, permit me to supplement a few others: First, I would suggest to 
the Young England of the colony, especially that portion representing 
absentees, to be more courteous and leas abrupt in their representations to 
the Colonial Government ; and uow that the double calamity has befallen 
Hong Kong—a great fire and a tempest, the latter destroying the es- 
planade, or Praya,—this is the fitting time for a general rate to be levied 
on the colony (rather than an abatement of present taxation), with tem- 
porary special exemption to sufferers by fire. Dv not infer from the fore- 
going remarks that I approve the imposition and annoyance of an intricate 
Stamp Act in a free port, frequented and mostly inhabited by emigrants an- 
lettered Chinese middlemen, and traders; into whose written tongue 
it would be almost impoasible to translate this Stamp Act, of upwards of 
thirty sections, with an equally long schedule. But, if the Act is to remain 
in force, section 3 of its schedule should be amended, and the amount, 
or nearly so, of the English stamp duties on bills of exchange substi- 
tuted for the present inconsistent charge. (Query, if section 13 of the sche- 
dule would not add grist to the mill by the addition of “ succession duties.”

I 
remember that twelve years ago a similar fire occurred in Hong Kong in 
the same locality, and the delris being thrown into the harbour adjacent 
became the nucleus of the present (partially destroyed) Praya—a public 
work projected by Sir Henry Pottinger; urged upon the Admiralty by 
Commodore Sir E. Belcher, R. N.; approved by Lord Stanley, Sir J. F 
Davis, and the then leading mercantile tirms; sneered at by Mr. Montgo 
mery Martin, 1843 and ’4; advanced by Sir Geo. Bonham, encouraged by 
Mr. T. C. Anstey, and unblushingly designated “the Bowring Praya;’ 
and finally sanctioned by Government in 1855 and ’G, in spite of the 
objections of the then leading mercantile firms and marine lot-holders. 
The Praya, notwithstanding its honourable sponsors, is now offered by 
Sir R. G. MacDonnell, C.B., to the few marine lot-holders to mend, 
and medicate, and further entangle with equities against the rights of 
the public, instead of boldly proclaiming the four miles of strand 
road public property, setting about its etlicient repair, and providing 
more adequate surveyors for its conservation when finished. The 
pecuniary difficulty must be overcome by a general rate; and I do not 
hink a slight impost on shipping in the shape of tonnage dues damagingt 
to the colony, especially as the Junk Ordinance is in operation. It was 
the year of initiation of this Praya—1856—that Hong Kong was first 
able to decline the Parliamentary grant; after which the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies sanctioned Governor Bowring's recourse to the marine lot- 
holders ‘‘for the means whereby the ‘ Praya’ might be executed at the least 
possible cost to the public.”—(Lord Stanley's despatch of Jan. 3, 1844.) 
Do not shrug your shoulders, Mr. Editor, and think I am about to ask the 
British taxpayer to help to pay for the beautification of the city of Vio- 
toria, Hong Kong. No, but I crave their attention in its hour of need to 
the following extract from Letter No. 82, dated Downing-street, July 
29th, 1856, to Governor Sir J. Bowring, Hong Kong, from the Right 
Honourable Henry Labouchere, M.P., paragraph 13:—‘‘ The island is 
held by the British Crown, not at all because of uny natural advantages 
which it possesses, but simply as subsidiary t» the intercourse between the 
British and the Chinese Empires. In this point of view it is of great im- 
portance. Great commercial interests and the future progress of civilise- 
tion throughout the East, are, to a great extent, involved in the main- 
tenance of British rule and of orderly Government in Hong Kong.” Oar 
Gibraltar, contiguous to China, must have its (l’raya) sea-wall, batteries, 
and dockyard. My letter is already over-long, and I conclude by earn- 
estly requesting the representatives in England vf the wealth and interest 
of Hong Kong as well absentee landowners, as heads of mercantile estat- 
lishments, at once to meet together to discuss Hong Kong Grievances, 
and, if necessary, form a “ Hong Kong Association in England,” to co- 
operate with the association recently established in Hong Kong. The 
Liberal Member for Brighton, James White, Isq., is interested, and, no 
doubt, would preside on the occasion ; let the good work begin at once in 
readiness to back up the incoming petition from Hong Kong or otherwise 
to vary its prayer. One hint as to the fire befure quitting my subj-- 
The danger of conflagration in the Chinese portion of Hong Kong is in- 
hanced by their fragile tenements and their indiscriminate storage of en- 
flammable goods. The surveyor to insurance vilices must teach Chinese 
the “classification of goods,” and the Government mupst insist on saltpetre 
oil, camphor, brimstone, and such like, being stored in a Jess central part 
uf the city ; and, in reconstructing the present site of the fire, ils narrow 
streets and alleys should be remodelled.—Yours, &c., D.G.

(To the Editor of the London and China Telezraph.) 


S1rx,—In your issue of January 11th you recapitulate in extenso the 
chapter of Hong Kong grievances, but you put the matter in such a 
manner before your readers, and connect it in such a way with the name 
of Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell, that it might almost be inferred 
from its perusal that all the evils under which that unfortunate colony is 
now labouring are, in some way or other, connected with that gentleman’s 
administration of affairs. I submit, Sir, that such an inference would be 
as totally false as it would be unjost. Surely when we find a succession 
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of financial corporations and ‘merchant princes” passing through the 
Court of Bankruptcy, such as we have witnessed in Hong Kong within 
the last few years, we need not look far for the cause of the great depres- 
sion of trade, of the depreciation in the value of prope:ty, and of the 
migration of the Chinese population. Instead, therefore, of blaming tle 
present Governor of the culony for misfortunes the origin of which date 
back to a period before his accession to power, it would, -I apprehend, be 
more consonant with justice to sympathise with him that his ot should 
have fallen in such hard times. 

You put forward the police and lizhting rate as being in its amount 
“enormous.” As I have had to pay it, I can readily concede that point ; 
but the enormity existed long before Sir Richard came into office; and he 
must have appreciated its magnitude, for when he wanted to raise more 
revenue instead of increasing that rate he introduced a stamp-tax. The 
§afluential opponents of that measure, however, demanded that the police 
and lighting rate be increased, and that the stamp-tax be withdrawn. 
Mr. Gibb, in the Legislative Council, actually asked that the police and 
lighting rate might ve increased, if more revenue must of necessity be 
had. The Governor, however, persisted with his stamp-tax ; which shows 
that if the police and lighting rate is not at this moment even higher than 
the “enormous” percentage at which it now stands, it is because Sir 
Richard himself refused to increase it. 

As to the rate being levied on the landlord, all I can say is that it was 
not so in my time, for | have paid (aa tenant) the tax repeatedly. But at 
the period that Governor MacDonnell came into office it came to pass that, 
whilst there was not even a mite in the Treasury, there were outstand- 
ing (uncollected and uncollectable) arrears of rates amounting altogether 
to that quantity which mathematicians frequently express by the letter z, 
bat which was, by sbrewd guessers, variously stated at from $12,000 to 
$30,00u. These arrears had accumulated during the interregnum of 
smiles which immediately preceded Sir Richard's reign. If, therefore, the 
rate is now levied upon the landlord instead of upon the tenant, it is, no 
doubt, because it has been found very difficult, or wholly impracticable, to 
collect it from the tenants—a class of people that, amongst the Chinese. 
are, be it understood, of a very mythical character. 

I do not know, Mr. Editor, whether people in England “really cannot 
believe that such a monstrous injustice should be perpetrated in an English 
colony,” but I know that some of my neighbours and myself, who live 
on the property of a noble duke near the Strand, would very much like to 
eee the houses which the said duke keeps untenanted for years together in 
our vicinity rated along with the rest, as we feel that their exemption 
makes the rate heavier for those who do pay. 

That rents do not keep up in a town where half the merchants have 
failed, or are expected shortly to do so, cannot be wondered at; but it 
diminishes largely the extent of this misfortune to know that in this same 
Queen’s-road of which you speak rents had been screwed up to quite a 
staggering elevation, and that their sudden toppling down was an event long 
looked for, and therefore not very surprising iu itself. 

As for the Praya, it is merely the old story over again of the present 
colonists (governing and governed) having to suffer for the sins of their 
(colonial) forefathers. Several foitunes were made by the building of the 
eyesore that is now misnamed a sea-wall—it was patent, from the first, to 
the merest tyro that the whole thing would come down in some ty phoon— 
bat yet as corruption was the order of that day, the officials and contractors 
who pocketed the dollars were quite content to hazard their professional 
reputation, as, at all events, it (the wall) would last until they were over 
the hills and far away. ‘The water-front people, actuated by the same 
imperception of five years hence that seems to dictate all measures in 
Hong Kong, were too glad to obtain the present use of the valuable quay to 
be at the time very particular as to the conditions upon which they 
obtained it; and so a thing was constructed, at an enormous cost, that 
resembles a garden wall, instead of being asa sea-rampart to guard the 
city from the encroachments of the winds and waves. Ever since it was 
finished, you might, after a shower of rain, sink up to the knee in the soft 
loose earth with which this ‘* sea-wall” was backed up; how, then, can it 
be wondered at that portions of the wall have been washed away? Well, 
now the gap is made, it is clear that the Governor must see it repaired ; 
and upon referring to his Attorney-General, he learns that the lot-holders 
are the responsible parties. Is he not, therefore, acting ag any other 
business man would act in asking them to rebuild it? What oppression 
is there in this ? 

I concede the truth, Mr. Editor, of your allegation that ‘no Governor 
has, in the same space of time, arrived at the perfection to which Sir 
Richard MacDonnell bas in interfering with the comfort of the residents,” 
If the old Scottish saying, that ‘the clartier the cosier” may be applied 
to morals, there can be no doubt that it well represents the prevailing tone 
of Hong Kong suciety, and, such being the case, Sir Richard and hiz sup- 
porters will not care to extenuate his crime. Neither had the present 
Governor any hand in wasting the public resources upon the Mint and the 
Gaol on Stonecutter’s Island; he found both of these abortions ready made 
tohis hand. From one of these burthens (the Gaol) he extricated him- 
self with creditable alacrity, and displayed an equally creditable desire to 
get rid of the other, but has not yet, unfortunately, succeeded. Could 
none of the patriots of Hong Kong point out the way to deal—satisfac- 
torily to all parties—with this last-named incubus ? 

That the ‘respectable Chinese” (whatever that may mean) will leave 
Hong Kong fur Canton and Macao is quite natural, when trade forsakes 
Hong Kong, and probably their going and coming will be regulated by the 
degree of prosperity of trade in the last-named place; but, as I have 
already observed, the present low ebb of prosperity has been caused by 
occurrences over which Sir Richard had no control, and for which he 
cannot by any means be made accountable. As for the ‘‘ respectable 
Chinese” that evacuated the colony, on its becoming known that the 
tails of confirmed thieves and vagabonds moat frequently came off a few 
hours after entering Victoria Gaol, the decrease thus caused to the popula- 
tion was a positive gain tu the community. 

You say, Mr. Editor, that “ the colonists must devote their examination 
to the expenditure—the revenue will be found ample for all legitimate 
purposes.” Now I think I am in a position to aver that Sir Richard has 
always given the public every facility for the examination of public 
Matters, and no one can deny that he is always open to any suggestion, 
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either from “gentle or simple.” It is very likely a rare privilege for th: 
lowest citizen to be able to confer at any time with the highest authority 
of the land, but it is one that every resident of Hong Kong is able to en- 
joy. Publicity through the public press has been specially provided for. 

I believe, Sir, it ia a fact, as stated by you, that property in Macao has 
“gone up” considerably, and I believe the reason of it is that the furmerly 
tenantless houses are being now used as coolie or slave barracoona. 

In conclusion, I will say that in thus endeavouring to point out the 
rights of the case, I do so simply as a lover of fair play, and not as a par- 
tizan of the Governor, who is, moreover, quite able to advocate his own 
cause.—Your obedient servant, Merrcerio.

THE PRESS AT SINGAPORE, 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr,—The perusal of the letter in your issue of the 11th inst., signed 
‘© R.” (relative to the freedom of the press in Singapore) induces me to 
trouble you with a few lines on the subject. 

The object of “R.’s” communication is evidently to show that Colonel 
Ord is not adverse tothe publication of the debates or conversations which 
take place in the Legislative Council of the Straits Settlements, and, from 
the tone of the letter, it may be inferred that the writer is well able to 
speak with authority upon the matter. I must nevertheless join issue 
upon that point, and would call the attention of ‘K.” to the minutes of 
the first Council meeting as published in the Singapore papers (from copies 
furnished by the Clerk of the Council), in which a resolution appears, 
and, if I remember rightly, the very first in point of order, to the effect 
that no notes or shorthand reports of the proceedings should be taken, but 
that the Clerk of the Council be directed to furnish the Iccal papers with @ 
copy of the proceedings. This, I submit, is conclusive, for “R.” will 
hardly argue that this resolution was passed without the Governor's know- 
ledge or consent. 

I may add, for the sake of further elucidating this interesting question, 
that I was the only shorthand writer in Singapore at the time of the in- 
stitution of the Legislative Council, and that therefore the introduction of 
the words “‘shorthund reports ” in the resolution might be fairly assumed 
to aim at my exclusion. There could not have been any personal bias in 
thus depriving me of the privilege of supplying the public with an im- 
partial report of the sayings and doings of their law-makers, as I 
was a stranger in the colony, and personally unknown to either 
the Governor or the members of Council; so that the exclusion 
must have taken place on principle. Being in Singapore at the period of 
the transfer, it occurred to me that if a full and faithful record were kept 
of the proceedings of the Council from the commencement of their 
legislative career it would prove of great benefit to future gene- 
rations of councillors, as well as of great interest to the public 
at large; and, acting upon this idea, I resolved te apply to the 
Governor for the appointment of shorthand reporter te the Council. In 
order, however, to avoid making any useless applications, I resolved to 
sound the disposition of the non-official members as to the desirability of 
having full reports, and to that end waited on Mr. Read, who told me tha 
he would be very happy to see such reports published, and that he had 
often regretted the absence of a reporter at the sittings of the Municipal 
Council. I then called upon Mr. Scott, who, however, did not seem to view 
the proposal with pleasure—in fact, he said that he thought that, as the 
proceedings were chiefly “conversational,” the taking notes of them would 
be a “breach of privilege.” In reply to my question whether he would 
support my application, he replied that he would not promise ashe should 
wish first to ascertain the Governor's views. ‘The inference that I drew 
from this conversation was, that Mr. Scott would oppose the publica- 
tion of reports, and as I felt that my case would be weak if un- 
supported by even one non-ofticial member, I refrained from taking any 
further steps in the matter. At the very next meeting of the Council the 
resolution already referred to was passed unanimvusly, so that, by letting 
the matter drop in time, I evidently saved myself unnecessary trouble. It 
did, however, appear to me to be passing strange that there was not one 
“No” recorded upon the question being put, considering how favourably Mr. 
Read had spoken in regard to the desirability of publicity. As I said before, I 
being the only shorthand writer in the place, considered (especially afte’ 
having canvassed two members of Council) that whilst strangers in general 
were, by the terms of the resolution, excluded, I was excluded especially, and 
therefore I never ventured within the precincts of the Council chamber; 
so that I cannot dispute the fact (as stated by “R”) of ‘‘members of the 
press having been accommodated with seats,” &c. I can only say that in 
the meeting place of all legislative bodies with which I am acquainted 
“ seats,” &c. are provided (to a limited extent) for all who choose to go. 

In conclusion allow me, Mr. Editor, to apologise for trespassing upon 
your space to such a degree, in order to bear you out in what is notorious 
in Singapore itself, viz., that a resolution was passed probibiting the taking 
of notes in the Legislative Council; bat, as there are many of your Eng- 
lish readers who may find it difficult to believe such a thing possible in 
any English colony, it is perhaps, quite as well to place the matter in an 
unmistakable light. 

Whilst I regret (individually) that R.” didnot explain how the Governor's 
willingness to afford the shorthand writer “every facility in his power ” 
was to manifest itself, in the face of the resolution debarring all notes or 
shorthand reports from being taken, it is satisfactory to perceive that 
your correspondent seems to fully appreciate the false position in which 
Colonel Ord and his Council placed themselves by the adoption of so un- 
usual, and perbaps illegal a measure. It is to be hoped that for the honour 
of English civilisation, whether the local editors be apathetic or not 
“fitted ” or otherwise, this policy of secret legislation will be forthwith 
abandoned, and the sooner the better for the credit of all concerned.—I 
am, your obedient servant, W. EF.

Tue King of Italy has conferred upon Sir Jobn Bowring the honour of 
a Knight Commandership in the Noble Order of St. Maurice, on the 
occasion of the ratification of the Italo-Hawaiian Treaty} 
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The {ea cargo by the Wild Deer from Shanghai, is, according 
to the | rokers’ reports, out of condition, and sales have been 
made ‘ with all faults” at a reduction of 2d. to 3d. The de- 
terioration, it is stated, has been caused by the fumes of wine 
which had been stowed in the hold and leaked during the 
voyage. This opinion, however, wants general confirmation, as 
some parcels are in good order, and others appear sea damaged. 
We hear that some of the consignees have laid the case 
before their legal advisers, with a view of ascertainiug the 
liability of the owners of the Wild Deer. Off the Western 
Islands the vessel met with a gale; one hatch was stove in, and 
she shipped some heavy seas which obliged her to throw a 
Portion of her cargo overboard. 

The last mail brought us a very curious revelation as to the 
working of the Hong Kong Stamp Act. Mr. Crawford was 
fined $25 for accepting a Bill before the proper stamp was 
affixed. The Commiasioner of Stamps, the magistrate who 
inflicted the fine, and the Attorney-General have certainly 
distinguished themselves in a most unenviable manner. In 
England it is not incumbent on the acceptor of a foreign bill of 
exchange to seo that tho stamp is affixed on accepting, but 
only on payment of the same. Foreign bills are daily accepted 
before the stamp is affixed, and there is surely no reason why 
the Hong Kong Act should involve an annoyance that is not 
experienced elsewhere. 

The application of the liquidator of the Commercial Bank 
to pay a further dividend of 2s. in the pound, will come before 
the court this week, and, if unopposed, it will be at once issued 
as the funds are in hand. 

Mr. Robert: Watmore and Mr. Samuel Brown, who have been 
appointed respectively manager and assistant manager to 
the Union Insurance Society, proceed to Hong Kong by the 
firat mail in February. The management of the Union is to 
be conducted on a basis similar to the North China, the London 
agents being, as heretofore, Messrs. Dent, Palmer, and Co. 

The plan which we noticed lately for forming a new company 
to purchase the plant and rights of the Labuan Coal Company 
has not been sufficiently supported, and is abandoned. The 
time for the sale has not yet been announced by the Court of 
Chancery, 

At the meeting of the Union Bank of London, the report 
showed an available total of £101,190, and a dividend was de- 
clared at the rate of 15 per cent. per annum, leaving £11,190 
to be carried forward. The deposits held are £12,071,097, 
and the liabilities on acceptances (covered by securities amount- 
ing to £7,605,784) are £5,298,743, making a total of 
£17,369,840, against £19,267,467 at the corresponding period 
of last year, and £17,957,123 on the 30th of June Inst. The 
paid-up capital is £1,200,000, and the reserve fund, invested in 
Consols, £300,000. <A strong discussion ensued on some of 
the recent arrangements of the board, but the report was ulti 
mately adopted. 

At the late meeting of the London Joint-Stock Bank, the 
report showed an available total of £63,102, and a dividend at 
the rate of 12} per cent. per annum was declared, to provide 
for which, however, a withdrawal of £4,397 from the guarantee 
ound was necessary. The report will be found in exfenso in 
another column. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Ceylon, from Southampton on the 20th inst., was—in gold, to 
Alexandria, £36,000 ; to Maras, £145; in silver, to Hong 
Kong, £470. Total in gold, £36,145 ; in silver, £470.

Tra.—There has been a very good demand, but business has been 
somewhat checked by the firmness of importers, who are holding many 
kinds of Congou for higher prices than the trade are willing to pay at 
nt. The demand has run chiefly on common to fair blackish and 
reddish-leaf Congous, which have risen fully 4d. per Ib. since the end of 
the year. Congou: Siftings remain firm at quotations both for Moning 
and Kaisow kinds. Broken leaf have been in request at full prices. Fair 
to common have been taken freely at from 1s. to 1s. Odd. 
per Ib. Fair to good flavoury kinds show no material change. Good 
to fine Kaisows have been rather more inquired for, and prices have 
advanced 4d. to ld. per Ib. In Pak Lings there is no alteration to notice. 
Common to fair black-leaf kinds have been in request, and. sales made to 
some extent from 1s. to 1s. 1d. per Ib., the later sales showing fully 3d. 
per Ib. advance; fair to good, of new import, have realised about former 
prices; in fine there has been rather more doing, and prices have ruled 
rather higher; in finest there has not been much done. Fair to good 
Oolongs remain difficult of sale, and prices are rather nominal ; fine arein 
demand at full prices. Common to good Souchongs have been saleable at 
fair prices; tine to finest remain quiet, the prices wanted being above 
the views of buyers. Secnted Capers have met with a good demand 
at former prices, both Canton and Foochow kinds. Canton Scented 
Orange Pekoes remain dull of sale at late prices. Foochow kinds have 
been sold to some extent, but prices show a further reduction of 1d. 
per Ib. Uncoloured Japans remain without much inquiry. Green teas: 
In these a fair amount of business has been done, the finer kinds selling at 
the decline lately established, but the common to fair kinds have been diii- 
cult to move, and have occasionally been realised at lower prices. Hysons 
have been in demand at full prices. In Canton-made Gunpowders there 
hag been no change. The China tea sales of the 21st comprised 13,422 
packages, of which 11,6U6 packages were sold, all being w:thout reeerve, 
Congous at full prices, but common to fair green Teas went lower. The 
quantity afloat is computed at 23,000,000 Ibds., including the November 
ships. 
81.k.—The Silk Market has been very depressed since last mail, and it 
does not now seem to be so much a question of price as a determination on 
the part of consumers, both here and on the Continent, to abstain as much 
as possible from the purchase of Asiatic silk. In Chinas business has been 
restricted to a few forced sales, principally from second hands. The dis- 
parity in prices between classic and other qualities is unprecedentedly large 
—se much so, that while No. 3 Tsatlee is still quoted 28s. 6d. to 293., good 
Red Peacocks have been sold at 22s, 6d.; medium No. 4 can be bought at 
21s. 6d., and 44 to 5, 193. 6d. to21s, The inferior Tsatlees without classi- 
fication, a good many of which have recently arrived, appear altogether un- 
saleable. “Japan Silk shares in the general depression, but has not declined 
in value so much as China silk. Deliveries from 1st to 24th, inclusive :—

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Corron.—The market has been fluctuating. A fair demand prevailed 
at the commencement of the past week, and extensive sales were effected 
at an advance of jd. to du. per Ib., but afterwards the activity abated and 
prices slightly dectined. The inquiry has, however, again been renewed, 
and rates are about jd. in advance of our last quotations. The sales on 
the spot have amounted to 18,120 bales and for arrival 3,740 bales. No 
China has been place:! on cffer, but 500 bales fair Rangoon have realised 
Sd. to 524. per Ib. Quotations are for Dollerah, 44d. to 63d.; Tinnivelly, 
5d. to 634. The following remarks are from a New York correspondent’s 
letter :—‘ Many of the soundost men in the trade at home and in England, 
men whose memories recall the cotton depressions of 1839, 1844, 1848, 1851 
and 1857, and their causes, are strongly impressed with the idea that cot- 
ton must fall yet lower. It is deemed probable that as in some of those 
periods when stagnation in trade was the characteristic, cotton fell to and 
remained for months at so low levels as 44d. to 4$d. for middling 
80 now it will fall to 6d. per pound in Liverpool. The Cable already reports 
“sales at Gd. basis of middling American to arrive.’ Advices have been

received of purchases at Bombay at 4Jd.to 5d. for fair Surats, cost and 
freight to England included, and shippers demand a further decline of d. 
to enable them to go on with probable safety. This is not panic; that 
would soon pass and be followed by reaction.” 

Corrgse.—The quantity offered by auction has been exceedingly light, 
but buyers are very cautious, and sales difficult to effect. There is no 
quotable change to note in the value of Plantation Ceylon. Besides the 
public sales about 80 casks have changed hands privately, and shortly 
there will be a much better selection offering out of the late arrivals. 
Native is again rather lower, good ordinary in casks having been sold at 
51s. 6d. Except for Native Mysore at low prices, there is no particalar 
demand for East India descriptions. Singapore and Manila are quite ne- 
glected. At the public sales of Plantation, 610 casks 75 barrels 422 bags, 
have gone off at fully the valuations for good cclory qualities, but dull or 
gray kinds were barely maintained ; triage sold at 30s. to 57s., ordinary 
to fine ordinary gray 52s. to 64s., small and grayish 71s. to 73a., colory 
middling 75s. to 79s., good middling bold 83s. to 83s.

6d. for small 
to 58s. for good ordinary in casks; about 11 casks and 3u0 bags being 
sold, good ordinary 51s. 6d. to 68s., ordinary small 49s. to 49s. 6d., pea- 
berry 60s. to 64s. 

Camruor.—There is very little doing, and the only sale reported is of 
30 chests China at £7 recent weights. 

Cocoa-nuT Om.—We bave no improvement to report, business being 
still extremely limited at £50 for Ceylon, and £56 to £56 10s. for Cochin 

Ga.is.—A private sale of 450 boxes Japan at 51s. constitutes the only 
business done. 

ManiLa Hemp.—The recent rather large arrivals have checked the dis- 
position to buy, and prices have a downward tendency. Privately about 
800 bales have changed hands at £49, and in auction of 772 bales offered 
only 50 bales common sold at £45, the remainder fair being bought in at 
£48, except 110 bales good fair sea damaged, which sold at £46 108. to 
£48, for first and second class. 

PLumMBBGO.—Tho market is quiet, and no business is reported in Ceylon. 

Prrrer.—Black: The sales privately are insignificant, most orders no 
doubt being reserved for the parcels now landing, which may soon be ex- 
pected onthe market. No public sales have been held. Of White, 360 
bags Singapore havo been sold at 5$d. 

PrEseRvES.—253 cases China Ginger were bought in at 104d. to 11d, 
also 10 casks at 94d. per Ib. in bond.

60tons. 

Curva Grass seems still neglected. At public auction on the 22nd 
some parcels slightly damaged were put up without eliciting a single bid.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR 1868. 


- The Proprietor has made arrangements to run six couriers per month in May and June, in the 
event of delay in the transmission of tele s by the Russian Telegraph Service. It may not be 
generally known that the delays during the last season were occasioned by the overflowing of the 

ivers fetish, Obi, and Yenessei; upwards of 800 versts of Telegraph Line were swept away from 
time to time. As such inundations occur only once or twice in a century, the Proprietor hopes that 
the precaution he has taken will prove bargiiaian’ During the latter two months of last season 
the line worked very well, and Telegrams were delivered to and from Europe in 18 days; the

A courier having been killed by a fall from his horse last year, the telegram bag was lost, and 
has not yet been recovered. In order to prevent a recurrence of the inconvenience, it is the inten- 
tion of the Proprietor to open all telegrams addressed to his care, and forward duplicates by the 
subsequent courier to their respective addresses, unless he be specially notified to the contrary. 
The number of stations in Mongolia will be doubled this year. Contracts have been made to 
deliver telegrams between Kiachta and Tientsin in twelve days; the non-fulfilment of the contracts 
as to time entails a penalty upon the contractors of from 1 to 3 taels per hour (6s. to 18s.), thus 
giving a guarantee that delay will not occur. 

After the first two months of the season, which are the most severe as regards the climate, the 
contractors will reduce their contract time to ten days.
